Award Bill in the

THE GENEVA AWARD. 
PASSAGE OF THE BILL IN THE HOUSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 18.—The Geneva 
Award bill finally passed the House ai a late 
hour this evening, and the insurance companies 
were defeated. ‘Tne bill that was passed 
was composed of the Frye and McMahon 
amendments, or, more accurately, the McMa- 

hon bill was substituted for the Knott bill, 
which was reported by @ majority of the Ju- 
diciary Committee. The McMahon bill re- 
vives the Alabama Claims Commission, as it 
was created by the law of June, 1874, and 
declares that the Court shall have no juris- 
diction over what are known as the War pre- 
mium claims. Provision is made for 2 per 
cent interest upon all awards made by the Court 
with 6 per cent from the date of the original 
award. The insurance companies were defeat- 
ed by about twenty majority. The bill will go 
to the Senate, where its fate is doubtful. The 
same bill has pessed the House twice before, 
and the Senate has declined to concur with the 
House. 
THE PROCEEDINGS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 18.—The Geneva 
Award bill was taken up as the regular order of 
business. 

After some discussion, the previous question 
was seconded, and the main question was ordered, 
the understanding being that Mr. Butler should 
be allowed fiftcen minutes, and Mr. Knott as 
much time as he desired, before a vote should 
be taken. 

These gentlemen spoke, the former against 
the claim of insurance companies, the latter 
against ciass legislation, and advocating the 
speediest possible distribution of the remainder 
of the fund among those legally entitled to it. 

Mr. House movea to Jay the bill and amend- 
ments on the table. Rejected—42 in the aflirm- 
ative; the negative not counted. 

Mr. Frye’s amendment to the majority. bill 
was then agreed to ona standing vote—yeas, 
135; nas, 50. 

It provides that no claim by or in behalf of 
any insurance company shall be admitted or 
allowed bv the Court of Claims unless such 
claimant shali show that the sum of its losses 
in respect to war risks exceeded the premiums 
or gains, and then the allowance sball not be 
greater than such excess. No claim is to be 
admissible in favor of any insurance company 
that was not lawfully existing at the time of 
the loss under the law of the United States. 

Mr. Cannon moved to lay the bill on the table. 
Defeated—yeas, 96; nays, 121. 

The question was then taken on the substitute 
reported by the minority of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, and it was adopted (on a standing vote) 
—112 to 73. 

it revives and continues the Court of Com- 
missioners of Alabama Claims; fixes the num- 
ber ot Judges at three; requires the Court to 
convene and organize as soon as practicable in 
Washington, and limitsits existence to eighteen 
‘months. The first class of claims to be those 
described in Sec. 11 of the former act and claims 
for damages directly done by Confederete cruis- 
ers on the high seas, although witnin four miles 
of the shore. In cases of whaling-vessels, 10 per 
cent additional is to be allowed in lieu of freight, 
and the same allowance is to be made (with 6 
per cent interest) on judgments heretofore ren- 
dered in favor of whating-vessels. 

The second class of claims is to ‘be for 2 per 
cevt additional interest on former judgments. 
On all judgments to be hereafter rendered the 
interest allowed is to be 6 percent. 

The third-class of claims is to be for the pay- 
ment of premiums for war risks. deductions to 
be made of any sums paid back in diminution of 
such premiums, so that only the actual loss 
shall be allowed. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is directed to 
pay. without turther adjudicatian by any court, 
10 per cent upon the whaling-vessels and their 
outfits, with 6 per cent interest on awards hereto- 
fore made, and also to pay 2 per cent additional 
interest on all judgments heretofore made. The 
judgments rendered in the first class are to be 
first paid, and then judgments in the second 
class, and if the money be not sufficient to pay 
all judgments of the second class, they are to be 
paid prorata. A like ruleis alsoto apply to the 
third class. No foreign-born person is to be ex- 
cluded if sailing under the United Slates flag. 

The act is not to be construed as renewing or 
continuing any of the commissions of Judges or 
oflicers of the former Court. Any balance that 
may remain shall be afund from which Congress 
may hereafter authorize the payment of other 
claims thereon. 

The bill as amended (that is, the above sub- 
stitute) was then passed—yeas, 113; pays, 93. 
Mr. Smith reported from the Appropriation 
Committee the Senate amendments to the Pen- 
sion Appropriation bill, and they were concurred 
in. 
Adjourned. 

SOUTHERN SENTIMENT. 
While the vote on the Geneva-Award bill was 
progressing, one of she Southern Democrats, 
who had been active for the insurance compa- 
nies, is reported to have gone up aud down the 
aisles among bis Democractic associates who 
were disposed to vote for war-premiam claims, 
saying: What are you voting with these New 
England fellows for? You ougbt to be ashamed 
to be caugat with these Yankees.”

Wasnrnoronr, D. C., Jan. 18.—The President, 
at least, is determined that it shall not be His 
fault if an extra session of Congress becomes 
necessary. Among the nominations sept to 
the Senate have been several Postmasters whose 
terms do not expire until next March, 
in order to secure action by the 
present Republican majority of the Sen- 
ate. It is reported that the President 
will continue to send ifn all Federal officials 
whose commissions will expire before the next 
meeting of Congress in Deeember. This list of 
nominees will include the appointments in all 
the departments of the Goveroment requiring 
the approval of the Senate. Of course the 
President can renew the commissions of all 
Federal appointees during the recess of 
the Senate; but the obligation to send 
in their names to the Senate in December would 


remain, and in the event that the Senate should 
fail to take action upon the nominations then 
they would merely fall with the close of the 
session, and the incumbent of the office would 
continue until rejected by the next Senate. But 
whatever the President may do the dangers of 
an extra session are not small.

The Mother of Presidents Slightly Irate. 
RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 18.— The Senate Special 
Committee and House Committee on Federal 
Relations, acting jointly to-day, submitted. a 
long report and series of resolutions in regard 
to the alleged usurpation of State rights by 
Judge Rives. The resolutions declare that 

Virginia, in re-entering the Union after the Civil 
War, resumed a}! her relations to the Government 
On a perfect equality with other States, and is en- 
titled to the same rights and powers. That the 
United States can no more rightfully interfere with 
and attempt to execute the powersand perform 
the functions of States than States can those of the 
United States, and any/attempt by:either to inter- 
fere with the rights of others will be usurpation, 
unconstitutional, and void. That, therefore, all 
acts of Congress, and particularly those known as 
the Civil Rights bill and Enforcement 
act, Which attempt or profess to provide 
for the performance by the United 
States of duties and obligations belonging to, the 
States are unconstitutional and void; that, there- 
fore, the action of the Judge of the District Court 
of the United States for the Western District of 
Virginia in assuming the jurisdiction of tne cases 
of Lee Reynolds and Burwell Reynolds, parties 
charged with crime against the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, and held to answer therefor, is an at- 
tempt to execute the laws of this Commonwealth 
and to reguiate her internal policy in the courts 
and by officers of the United States, is unwar- 
ranted by the Constitution, is destructive of the 
rights of the people of each State to protect 
life, liberty, and property in their own way, by 
their own courts and officers, and ought at once to 
be remedied by proper judicial action, and any 
recurrence of the same prevented by appropfiate 
legisiation. 

That proper provisions 7 law onght to be made 
for the prompt ana effective supervision by the 
Supreme Court of the United States of all pro- 
ceedings of Judges of inferior courts of the Unit- 
ed States. 085 

That the Governor is instructed to direct the At- 
torney-General to institute proceedings in the 
name of this Commonwealth before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and demand such pro- 
tection and redress as taat tribunal can afford in 
the premises.

/} THE KUMOR OF A REGENCY. 
1 Phiiadeiphia Press. 

There isa rumor, derived from the not al- 
wavs correct exclusive information“ of the 
Londo correspondence of an English provin- 
cial journal, to the effect that Queen Victoria, 
fatigued by the toil of nominally governing 
England and its dependencies, aud much sor- 
rowing; at present, over the death of her 
daughter Alice, has resoived eto“ relinquish the 
reins of power in favor of the Prince of Wales 
as Printe Regent.“ There are manv and good 
reasons tor not believing this statement. Under 
the British Constitution, the Sovereign, if in 
sound health of mind and body, who desires to 
cast ai the trappings of royalty and the 
trammeis of State, could ‘scarcely appoint 
a RKegéeut, not even the next heir to the 
throne, to act in ber stead. it must be 
abdication or nothing. The other day, while 
suffering from the eifects of the Communist at- 
tempt to assassinate him, the German Emperor 
made the Crowu Prince Regent pro tem., but, as 
we have seen, withdrew the delegated duty of 
governing on restoration to health. But here is 
Victoria, at the agg of 60, in tue flush of rude 
health, and likely to live as long as her grand- 
father, George III., who died at the ripe age of 
82; tue average life of each of the Guelobie 
sovereigns, from 1714 to 1837, being 72. II Her 
Majesty did appoint a deputy and desire that he 
shoypid retire after a time, to enable her to re- 
sume her reign, it is 
Regency would raise a diflicultv, and even that 
the people, be being extremely popular with 
them, might espouse his cause.“ 

There is yet a difficultvstill more probable 
and pressing. Victoria has an income of £470,- 
000 a year as Queen, £385,000 for her civil list, 
and £75,000 trom the Duchy of Lancashire, 
part of the Crown Lands which she retains con- 
trary to her promise to surrender a of them to 
the State, whose salaried official she is. In the 
event of a Regency; how much of this would 
she surrender to the Prince of Wales! Her 
Majesty is believed to be fond of receiving and 
accumulating money and property, and it would 
go hard with her, no doubt, to hand over a por- 
tion—say half, or even one-third—of her im- 
mense income to a Regent. The Prince 
of Wales bas precisely £100,000 a vear,— 
460,000 from the Duchy of Cornwall, and 
£40,000 from a Parliamentary grant. But 
during several vears, while her Most 
Gracious Majesty was in retirement, nursing her 
grief tor her husband’s death, she left many of 
the duties of her office—such as holding levees 
and drawing-rooms, giving concerts, balls, and 
banquets, and so on—to be periormed by the 
Prinee of Wales and his wife; thereby, it nas 
been affirmed and is universally believed, in- 
voiving them in expenses which put them 4600, 
000 in debt. If the Prince was expected to re- 
peat this, it may be doubted whether he would 
consent to become Regent. Wien Victoria was 

ranted the immense income she has enjoyed 
or nearly forty years as Queen, the implied 
condition was not that half of it should be put 
by, vear after year, but that it should be ex- 
pended, among her own “loving and loyal sub- 
jects,”’ to maintain tne dignity and splendor of 
the Crown, which hes not been done.

THE GOLA DISAPPEARANCE. 

Rome, Jan. 18.—In the italian Chamber of 
Deputies Signor Depretis, President of the 
Council, in reply to an interrogation by Signor 
Ercole regarding the dizaypearance of Col. 
Gola, and what steps the Government had taken 
in ‘the matter, recapituiated the facts, and 
stated that, notwithstanding the most diligent 
efforts of the Italian Government and its 
agents, nothing had been ascertained throwing 
any light on the mystery. He trusted the Rou- 
manian Government would not fail in the duty 
quiry in the case. 

Signor Ercole was dissatisfied with the reply. 
He insisted that the Roumanian Government 
was responsible for the disappearance, and de- 
clared that if the Italian Government did not 
make itself respected in the matter, and take 
such st¢éps as appeared to him sufficient, he 
should move a vote of want of confidepce in 
the Government.

Every 
one was extremely anxious to visit the town to 
see its bazaar, or at any rate to take a drive or 
ride around Cabul. which lay temptingly at the 
foot of the place occupied be our mission. 

Vain desite! At the palace-gate stands the 
guard of honor, which allows noone to pass 

without the permission of the Vizier. Watch- 

men are stationed at every wall. All this ap- 
eared too reverential to the members of the 

Embassy. They several tintes exoressed to Gen. 
Stolietoif their desire to visit the city or its en- 
virons, but always met with a decided refusal, 
which was explained on the ground that there 
was nothing worth seeing in the towu. Another 
reason added was the fear of exciting the 
fanaticism of the populace. 

“Tbe physician to our Embassy at last had 
an opportunity of visiting the city. On the 3a 
of August he was sent for by Gen. Stolietoff, 
who intormed him that be was requested to pay 
a prolessional visit to the beir-apparent, Abdul- 
lah Jan, who had been suddenly taken ill. To 
reach the residence of the Prince it was necessa- 
ry to pass through a part of the town and 
through the bazaar. In performing the jour- 
ney he observed that the buildings and the gen- 
eral appeatance of the streets were the same as 
ia all the towns of Central Asia,—narrow, close 
streets, with low, dirty houses avd shops. The 
house inhabited by the Prince consisted, as usu- 
al, ofa large courtyard surrounded by high 
walis. Along the walls stood a number of cov- 
ered palavyjuins. Moreover, some palanquins 
were carried in, and figures dressed in white, 
with faces concealed, emerged from them, 
while others were taken away with 
women in them similarly wrapped up. 
It appeared that the ophvsician was io 
he harem and that the young Prince was in 
his mother's palace. In the middle of the court- 
yard on a stone terrace rose a building resem- 
bling a pavilion, with—what is rare in the East 
—large glass windows. It was quite lightin the 
pavilion, which was built on such an eminence 
that the greater part of Cabul could be seep 
from its windows. The furniture consistecLof 
two ordinary beds and several armchairs. The 
windows looking to the sun had matted cane 
biods hung over them: Inthe depth of the 
pavilion were a number of people gathered 
round a bed, on which an old man, with an Uz- 
beck cast of countenance, was seated, bolding 
the youag Prince in his arms. The Prince was 
15 vears cid. No European had ever behdd 
him. The physician to our Embassy was the 
first and unfortunately the last European that 
ever saw Abdullah Jau. He approached the pa- 
tient’s bed, examined bim, aud tuen told his 
dresser what medicine to prepare. Those 
who surrounded the sick Prince respect- 
fully aud sgervilely regarded the doctor, 
auxious to know what be would say. 
It appeared from the physician’s inquiries 
that tue patient had previously suilered 
from palpitation. to cure which he was sent to 
thé hilis, from whence he had returned three 
days ago, feeling comparatively well. As soon, 
however, as he returned to Cabul the symp- 
toms of his old complaint returned, and with 
increased severity. Then the native doctors, 
according to the rules of their art, gave him a 
strong cathartic, which brought ou an attack of 
dysentery. Aftertwo days’ suffering the pa- 
ticnt lost consciousness, and remained in that 
state till his death. 

‘The negotiations between the Afgban offi- 
als and Gen. Stolietoff continued trom day to 
day, and before any final agreement was ar- 
rived at the treaty was written and rewritten 
several times. When the negotiations were 
over Shere Ali Khan informed Gen. Stolietoff 
that he had received news that the English also 
desired to seud a mission to Cabul and wished 
to Know whether the Ameer wouid receive it. 
The Ameer then remarked that in his opinion 
the English had no business in Cabul, and that 
therelore he had decided to reiuse their 
request. However, the Ameer asked Gen. 
Stolietoff's opinion as to how he should 
act fa such a case. The General answered 
evasively, without giving a decided reply, either 
aflirmative or negative. But for all that he 
made the Ameer understaud that the simultane- 
ous presence of the Embassies of two countries 
almost atenmity with each other would not 
prove quite convenient. Then the Ameer finally 
decided to reject thé English Mission. The ex- 
cuse for the refusal was the danger of the road 
through the Khyber Pass, as the Ameer was un- 
able to promise that the Euglisu would not be 
subjected to ill-treatthent on the way. 

“ The subsequent a@induct of the British offi- 
cere and the Ameer are well known. 

‘The next dav, the 12th of August, Gen. Sto- 
lietofl, with the physivian to the Embassy and 
ten Cossacks, started for Tashkend.

CRIME. 


COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nzw York, Jan. 18.—The Secret-Service offi- 
cers of this district made Friday evening the 
most important arrests which have fallen to 
their care in many years. The arrested are 
Henry C. Cole and Charles Ulrich, to whom are 
traced the counterfeits upon the Central 
National Bank of this city, the Third of 
Buffalo, and National Bank of Tamaqua, Pa. 
Beyond this there is no doubt these persons are 
responsible for the many counterfeit bonds and 
notes so extensively circulated in Germany and 
brought to this country by emigrants. A $50 
the Central Nations! 
Bank of New York appeared here May 
10, 1877, and was extensively circulated. 
It readily passed, and within ten days over 
$40,000 in amount was used. .A counterfeit 
on the Third National of Bufialo ap- 
peared July 10, 1877, and about 840, 
000 in amount was passed. The same 


counterfeit came out on the 20th of September, 


as a $5 on the National Bank of Tamaqua, 
Pa., and on the 20th of December on the Na 
tional Bank of Hanover. 

In May, 1878, the same plate was recognized 
in $50-notes on the Tradesmen’s and Broad- 
way National Banks of New York, brought 
over by emigrants on the steamship Herder, and 
others. After that, in June, the notes on the 
Tradesmen’s Bank were circulated in New 


} York. 


From the character of the work suspicion was 
directed to Ulrich as engraver, and Cole as pro 
prietor. They both lived in Philadelphia, wbere 
it was supposed the work was dune. The sus- 
picion proved correct. Allowed to stay in his 
house, he was carefully watched by a secret 
service officer, and, Friday cvyening, after a 
seven weeks’ vigil, positive evidence was ob- 
tained. The aceused were taken before the 
United States Commissioner, and, in default of 
520.000 bail, sent to jail. 

Uldrich was pardoned ffom the Columbus 
Penitentiary in Ohio in August, 1878, wben serv- 
ing a sentence of ten years for engraviug a 8100 
note on the First National Bank of Boston. 
The plate was first cograved to sun 
the Ohio National, of Cincinnati, and 
Central National, of New York. The 
bill was one of the best counter‘els 
ever made, readily passed, and within three 
days nearly half a million dollars of it was 
sold. N : 

Ulrich was regarded as the most skillful en- 
graver and counterfeiter living. He was able to 
do by hand, with accuracy, the work of the best 
machine. He was the only man who success- 
fully engraved notes of the Bank ot England. 

Ulrich was shadowed from April, 1878, and has 
been discovered in a small New Jersey village. 
Cole was in frequent gonference with bun. 
When the detectives finally descended on 
Ulricn’s house, he was found at work 
on the back of a $100 United States 
Treasury note. The back of this 
note is composed wholly of . geometrical 
lathework, which upon the genuine note is done 
by the machine known as the geometrical lathe, 
costing $100,000, and was supposed beyond 
counterfeiting by hand. ‘the plate found aod 
now in possession of the Department proved 
the fallacy of that, as it is said by cxperts to be 
one of the most perfect specimens ever seen. 

Cole formeriy Lived in New York, and was 
connected with the bond forverics of Koveris 
and Gleason. le bas been a countericiter since 
boyhood, and duriug the last three years has 
bandied more counterfeit money than any man 
in the United States. He has seryed one term 
of imprisonment. 

It is said by the Secret Service officers that 
these counterfeit notes are the only ones m c.r- 
culation tue plates of wich have not beev cap- 
tured, and as the principal aud engraver are 
now ia custody the plates will soon be in their

An Increase Over 1877~The Causes Which

ber of fauures in the United States during the 
year 1575 as 10,475, with total liabiuities amount- 
zug to $234.383,182. In 1877 the total failures 
were d. Na, with liabilities reaching $190,680,996. 
lois increase of 1,606 failures in the past year is 
accounted for by the fact that circumstanées 
during the year were “ peculiarly influential in 
evcouraging casualties of this character.” These 
circumstances are given as six in number: () 
Isis was tbe fifth year of a depression unpar- 
alleled in character, extent, and duration. 
(2) Unseasonable weather during che first 
quarterof the year materially restricted sales 
aud collections, causing a good deal of embar- 
rassment. (3) Business was materially re- 
stricted during the first balf of the year by 
tue monctacy discussions in and out of Com 
gress, together with a possibility of cbangesia 
the tari, Walch created doubt and u 
as to the future. (4) An enormous 
was caused by a general and permanent deeliue 
in values all over the world, greater thapever 
delete in a similar period. (5) The yellow fever 
epidemic in the South caused a vast 
loss from the forced suspension of labor and 
business. (5) The abolition of the Bankrupt 
iaw, aud the long delay permitted to elapse be- 
fore its repeal, nad more to do with the in- 
crease Of iailures than any otber circumestanee. 
Regarding the outlook for the iuture, the er- 
cular says: “It is significant that out of the 
six leading circumstances enumerated as con- 
tributing to failures during the year five BO 
iongerexist. In the room of these disturbing 
elements other favorable conditions are 
present, Waich ought in the immediate future 
to so much improve business asto make the 
de-rease of Yailures in 1879 much more marsed 
than the increase of 178.“ ‘the most impor 
laut oi these favorable conditions is the resure 
to specie-payments Without arippie of distarb- 
unde im the busimess world. Another is the fact 
tuat values have reached a level lower than 
cold standard in normal times, without #7 
no marked prosperity would bave been possl- 
ble. A third indication of the approach oi bet- 
ter times is the prosperity of the vast class 
who till the soil, while a fourth favorable feat- 
ure is the changive character of the industries 
of a large number of persons, as indicated in 
the increased amount of land taken up for 
actual settiement. 
‘Toe large habilitiee of the past year's failures 
are approacbed only by the figures of 1 
when thev reached $228,589,000. This sum, bow- 
ever, was divided among only 5,163 failures, less 
than half the vumber in 1873. The distribution 
of last vear’s failures over the country is shown 
in the following table, with the percentage, av 
erage, etc.:

Appellate Court shall state briefly in writing the 
reasons for such aftirmance or ceversai and tile the 
same in said cause. 

CONSIDERABLE DISCUSSION 
followed on this amendment. 

Mr. George Herbert moved that after the 
word * reversed,’’ the words “‘ wholly or in 
part be inserted. 0 

Mr. J. L. King moved to strike out the words, 
„ affirmance or reversal“ in the last line. 

After more talk and some voting the original 


amendment was passed with the addition of the 


words recommended by Mr. Herbert. 

The meeting then went on to consider the 
recommendation of the Committee on Amend- 
ment of the Law that Sec. 85 of Chap. 110 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1874 be amended as fol- 


lows: 

Sec. 85. A writ of error shall- not be brought 
alter the expiration of two years from the rendi- 
tion of the decree or judgment complained of.

After a little discussion, the section was 
adopted as introduced, with the exception that 
the word two“ was substituted in place of 
ve“ in the last line. This section was intro- 

duced and voted on to use up a little time, as 
it was found that part of the amendments to be 
introduced had been left at the printers’. 
The meeting then went on to consider the 
REMAINDER OF THE AMENDMENTS 


to the Appellate Court act. The next amend- 


nicut introduced was one to annul Sec. 8 of the 
act to establish Appellate Courts, so as to de- 
fine the jurisdiction of the Court, and to in- 
crease the exclusive jurisdiction from $1,000 to 


$1,500. 

Mr. High moved to amend by giving the Ap- 
pellate Court exclusive jurisdiction in all cases 
except where the Court shall certify that the 
questions involved were of sufficient importance 
to be taken up. He said he did not expect the 
jaw to pass, because the country lawyers would 
deieat it, but perhaps the Bar might get half 
they asked for. 

Mr. Herbert asked what should be done with 
the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Higb replied that they would still have 


some uses, and Would serve to adorn the legal 


profession, being a body of benevolent oid gen- 
tlemen. But be wished to make the Appellate 
Court substantially another Supreme Court. 

Mr. Grant thought the present bill practically 
accomplished the desired object of 2 the 
Supreme Court, for out of 285 cases taken to 
the Appellate Court only twenty-two had gone 
to the Suvreme Court. 

Mr. Moses gave some interesting information 
as to the business of the Appellate Court in this 
—the First—district, by which it appeared the 
Court had had docaeted with them 285 cases, 
Number reversed and remanded, 96; number 
aflirmed, 135; under advisement, 51; appealed 
tothe Supreme Court, 22. Number in which 
the amount in controversy is $1,000 and over, 
125. Number of chancery cases, 48, of which 18 
have been affirmed and 13 reversed, leaving 17 
under advisement. 1 

Mr. High’s amendment was then voted on, 
and lost. 

About an hour’s desultory discussion was in- 
duiged in by the members, each of whom had 
some amendments to offer, but at the close the 
amendment as proposed was adopted without 
achange. The general drift of the feeling 
seemed to be in favor of enlarging the scope 
and powers of the Appellate Court, so as to 
give it more dignity and weight, and so as to 
make its decisions precedents, like those of the 
Supreme Court. of New York. The members. 
au especially those who had had 
any experience in the intricate werkings 
of the Legislature, however, felt the 
utter uinpossibility of inducing the country law- 
yers in the Legislature to sacrifice their own 
personal interests by cutting off their privilege 
of carrying cases through the Supreme Court, 
whether large or small. 

By the time the amendments to the Appellate 
Court act had all been passed on it was quite 
late, and the members were rather tired of the 
performance. The amendments to Secs. 70, — 
$3, and 90 of the Practice act were then calle 
up, but no one seemed to take any interest, 
and, on motion, the whole list of amendments 
was adopted wholesale, witnout a dissenting 
Voice, and the meeting adjourned.

MILWAKKEFE & DUBUQUE. 
Snectal Dispatch to The Tribute. 
MILWAUKEE, Jan. 18.—The anunal meeting of 
the Milwaukee & Dubuque Railway Company 
took place to-day at tne office of H. M, Benja- 
min. The choice of Directors resulted as fol- 


lows: 

Three years—H. M. Benjamin, of Milwaukee;

This corporation has maintained a nominal ex- 
istence for the past four years. Recently prom- 
inent Eastern and Western capitalists have be- 
come interested in the enterprise, and the out- 
look now is iavorable for an early beginning of 
the work of construction. The Company owns 
the road-bed of the old Milwaukee & Beloit 
Railroad, in which the city swamped a cool 
$100,000 with accrued interest. This road- 
bed is completed to a point beyond East Troy, 
thirty-five miles southwest of Milwaukee, and 
in such a state of preservation that it can 
be putin shape for the ties and ironing ata 
small expenditure per mile. Thus, should it be 


determined. to commence operations in the 
spring the road can be completed for traffic to 


East Troy by early fall. From that point it 
will be built to Dubuque by easy stages. It is 
also contemplated to build a spur southward to 
the IIIinois coal-fields, in order to supply the 
Milwaukee manufacturing establishments at a 
lower price than they are now compelled to 
pay. The line of the proposed road passes 
through a rich agricultural region, and can be 
operated ata profit from the date of comple- 
tion. As originally planned, the road was to be 
a narrow-gauge, but now it is altogether likely 
that the ordiuary gauge will be adopted. The 
intention is to make a city terminus in the 
Menomonee Valley, and dock-room is already 
bespoken along the line of the South Meuomo- 
nee Canal.

FOREIGN THROUGH RATES. 

The action of the High Joints’ at their late 
meeting in New York regarding the raii and 
ocean-steamer rates is not likely to bring about 
any beneficial result, and it is generally admit- 
ted that it will be impossible to make uniform 
rail.and ocean rates as long as the steamers are 
compelled to make regular trips, ahd needa 
certain amount of freight ſor ballast. The 
agreement made at New York is tothe effect 
that the through rail and ocean-steamer rates 
should be the same by all the seaports, and 
equal to the New York rates by freight steamer, 
plus the railroad rate to New York, the steamer 
rate to be reported daily in order to give the 
basis for the through rate. Thus, if the 
steamer rate on flour from New York 
to Liverpool should be 2s 6d, or 60 
cents, per barrel Feb. 1, then the 
rate rom Chicago to Liverpool that day will 
be 81.30 by Portland, Boston, New York, Phila- 
deiphia, or Baltimore, as the Chicago-New York 
rate is now 70 cents a barrel. Should, then, the 


steamer rate from Baltimore to Liverpool be 
the same as from New York that day, the rail- 
road will receive 70 cents per barrel on that 
flour instead of 64 cents, as on consignments to” 
Baltimore. And should the steamer rate from 
Bostou be the same as from New York that 
day, the rail-rate to Boston will be 70 cents in- 
stead of So cents. This is an effort by the rail- 
road companies to neutralize the differences in 
rates that may be caused by the competition of 
the steamers at the different ports,—a compe- 
tition which iv will, doubtless, not be possible 
to prevent. The Aai road Gazette, in commenting 
on this matter, says the complaint usually is that 
the steamers carry to and from otter places for 
much lower rates than from New York, often 
not being able to get cargoes otberwise. This 

probably, could be left to regutate itself were it 
not that it gives occasion for cuts in the rail 
rates, which are frequently much greater than 
those in the steamer rates. The steamer rates 
might safely be left to regulate themselves, be- 
cause the steamers can abandon au upprotitable 
rate at will, and in the long run they will not go 
to the port which yields. them less profit than 
the average; while the railroad unfortunately 
cannot change its terminus from | Halifax to 
New York or from Baltimore to Boston.

Why Eurepe Is Honoring the Ex-President 
of the United States. 
London Daily News. 

Within the last year or two Ireland has had 

many distinguished visitors. The interest at- 
tachiug te Gen. Grant has nothing in common 
with that excited by the sojourn among us 
of the Emperor of Brazil and the heir 
of all the Hapsburgs. The General is 
not, like Mr. Gladstone, a great orator,—in- 
deed, taciturnity is one of his most noted char- 
acteristics. Sprung from a plain middle-class 
family, his name — up none of the thou- 
sand recollections which are awakened in the 
mind of the student of history by those of 
Hapsburg and Braganza. And yet as this man 
passed through Europe he was received with 
honors such as never have been paid to Royalty 
itself. Upon bim were lavished at once the 
courtesies of Courts and tbe enthusiasm 
of the peoples. The secret of the deep 
interest which Gen. 
to Enrope evoked is an open one. 
Admiration for military success still remains 
one of the dominant passions of mankind, and 
Ulysses Grant’s name is inscribed in the roll of 
the world’s great Captains. At a time when 
victory was crowning the brow of the Slave 
Confederacy; ata time when even the North 
itself despaired of success; at a time when 
events had wrung from tbe lips of Mr. Glad- 
stone the famous exclamation, ‘Jefferson 
Davis has madea nation,’’—at this time the 
wise choice of Abraham Lincoln gave Ulysses 
Grant the chief command of the armies of the 
United States. 
In an instant the face of the conflict was 
changed, the young General rained upon the 
Souta blow after blow, quick and crushing, as 
though he wielded the hammer of Thor, uatilin 
the end his dogged valor was rewarded by the 
crowning triumph on that memorable day when 
he rode a uerer through the blazing streets 
of Richmohd, the Illum of the West. But it is 
not as a mere soldier that Gen. Grant has been 
received with such bonors in Europe. 
His highest clain rests upon the 
fact that he has held a sceptre, very new, in- 
deed, but still more splendid than any ever 
wielded by the Kings of the Old Wori We 
say with all respect to Gen. Grant that any 
honors that have been paid, or will be paid him, 
are paid not to the individual, but to the mighty 
‘pation he has ruled over, and whose representa- 
tive ne in some sense is. During bis Presidency 
he did some acta which caused the just resent- 
ment of our breturen in America; but this is 
not the time for discussing these matters. 

The compliment which the Dublin munici- 
pality vesterday determined to offer him is a 
compliment to the United States of America, 
and no [rishman worthy of the name but will 
jotu in such a tribute. A thousand golden ties 
of sympatby and aifection unte the old land 
we dwell in aud the young vation Gen. Grant 
nas ruled. An English orator has in glawing 
sentences told how. as the Israelite turns to 
Jerusalem and the Mohammedan to Mecca * the 
Irish peasant, when he asks for food and free- 
dom and blessings, his eyes follow the setting 
sun, the aspiration of bis beart reaches beyond 
the wide Atlantic, and in spirit be grasps hands 
with the great Republic of the West.“ Tue 
first of American poets has claimed as the chief 
glory ef bis country that— 

Her free latch-string never was drawn in 
Against the poorest child of Adam's kin. 

Of that boundless hospitality ireland bas. en- 
joved ber full share, and she never can forget 
how millions of her children, flying from tobeir 
suffering pative land, were received with open 
arms by the Republic; were accorded every right 
and franchise of citizenship, and found in cities 
and plains of the Union bappy homes and altars 
free. Splendid, indeed, was the hospitality of 
America, splendid was the return the exiles 
made,—tor the great soldier who is soon to 
be among us knows better than any living man 
on bow many stricken fields Irish valor checked 
the fiery advance of Virginia and scattered the 
gallant chivalry of the South. Tue roll on 
which the free Municipality of Dublin proposes 
to inscribe the pame of Gen. Grant is a brief 
one. It already contains only two names. 
Tue first is that of the distinguished 
Irishman who won for Irish muniipalities the 
privilege by which such aroll exists. Tue second 
is toat of the great Englishman whose remedial 
legislation opened a new epoch in Irish history. 
On such a list the country will see with satisfac- 
tion the inscription of the name ol tle first man 
who, having ruled that free and mighty State 
in which Irishmen have played and are playing 
so great a part, afterward visited the old home 
of the race which bas dove so much for and re- 
ceived so much from the Western Republic.

a Methodist College Presideut spoke of sin as 
“a dark, guilty, damuing fact,” and found it 
published as 2 dark, quietly dawning fact ;”’ 
and,describing the death of Jesusas “‘ vicarious,”’ 
saw itin print “‘vivacious.” This was in avery 
religious paper; and another into an eloquent 
hymn admitted this questionable temperance sen- 
timent, I praise The stul.“ Sometimes these 
things are so funny that the writer can’t be as 
avgry as he would like, but still that Virginian 
editor must have been hopping mad” when 
his powerful leader wound up with Courage, 
tillers of the land! and forget, in the excitement 
of politics, your pantry and your uursery!““ He 
had written poverty“ and ‘“‘misery.”’ And 
how must Astronomer Proctor have felt when, 
having written lines, bands, and strie hear the 
violet end of the spectra,“ he was represented 
as seciag links, bonds, and stripes for the 
violent kind of spectres’’? Perhaps as if he had 
bad a peep into a spiritual lunatic asyium,— 
which must be necessary enough, if the medi- 
ums have got the rights of it, to store Diak- 
kas in. :

COMIC PAPERS OF GERMANY. 

Berlin Correspondence Manchester Quardian. 
The XK ladderadatsch must now be some thirty 
years old. it was founded by a group of clever 
young men, fresh from their university studies, 
who, on sitting one evening over their beer and 


tobacco, hit upon the idea of a politico-satirical 
periodical. One of the youths had talent with 
the pencil, and undertook the pictorial! part, and 
another could write doggerel, and he accepted 
the poetical column; @ third could imitate 
the street dialects, and his part was 
thus suggested; while the fourth, who 
bad some means, became the publisher 
and business manager. All of the men were 
endowed with a caustic wit, were dical 
politics, and absolutely without any — — 
persons. The venture 1 an astonishing 
success almost from the first. The original pub- 
lisher died a rich man, and the colleagues have 
I believe, all acquired a respectable competency 
simply from the profits of their shares in this 
hazardous enterprise. With growing age and 
assured charachter the & adderadatsch has be- 
come a shade more conservative in politics, has 
taken more to lashing the foreign foes of Ger- 
many than the home enemies of freedom and 
Liberalism, but it has lost none of the savage- 
ness of its wit, and has dismissed none of the per- 
sonages Or types which first gave a peculiarit y 
to its pages. The veteran Philistines, Schultze 
and Miller, still hold their coffee-house dia- 
logue every week; and the well-knowniBarons 
Prudelwitz and Strudelwitz write from time to 
time their characteristic letter. K/adderadatsch 
has its antipathics, like more serious journals. 
It is never tired of ridiculing Prince Lulu, Count 
Reust, Lord Beaconsfield, the Count of Cham- 
bord, the Pope, and lesser victims at home. It 
is exclusively satirical, and almost exclusively 
political, — society al the humorous 
side of life, and exacting from its readers no 
little scholarship and culture, since they may be 
called on at any time to apply an epigram of 
Martial or a line in Aristophanes to Windthorst. 
The illustrations are execrable in an artistic 
sense, but otherwise serve their purpose. 
Scholtz, the artist, can do good work; but it 
suits his purpose in A/adderadatsch to make his 
victims odious, not only by the ruthlessness of 
the satire, but also by the wretchedpess of the 
drawing, and hu succeeds in both. 

The success of Kladderadatsch made it neces- 
sarily a model for its younger rivals, while its 
style was alsothe one Most acceptable to the 
Berlin taste. But between the other two, Wespen 
and Uik, there is a vast difference. Uik has 
some fairly good caricatures, and it is supported 
by a prosperous and energetic daily, but it never 
has acauired the individuality or popularity of 
Wespen, which, under the conduct of Julius 
Stettenheim, is fast becoming a dangerous com- 
petitor of the older paper. The specialties of 
the Wespen are the burlesque Parliamentary re- 
ports, which it learned from Punch; the special 
correspondence of Wippchen,”’ and the inter- 
views of its own “reptile.”’ All of these, I be- 
lieve, are done by the prolific Stettenheim. All 
of them, too, are caricatures of modern jour- 
nalistic methods, and Wippchen,”’ at least, has 
become one of the best-known characters in Ger- 
many. The Wespen plays a good deal with voll- 
tics, like its older prototype, but in amore good- 
patured way, so that the reader sometimes 
laughs, which be seldom does with X/addera- 
datsch. 

The influence which these three publications 
have upon Berlin life and opinions is so great 
that the semi-official and Conservative press has 
more than once invoked all the natural and 
supernatural powers to counteract it. It is 


said that they are hostile to serious thought, 


und they are certainly bostile to Conservative 
thought. It is complained that they teach the 
public to turn every political question to ridi- 
cule, and encourage people to believe that 
everything can be settled byapun or a bon 
mot; and this also isacharge which is not 
wholly groundless. And yet it would be an 
error to say that A/adderadatsch is a frivolous 
journal, given exclusively to persiflage. It 
ridicules shams as Boileau did; it mocks like 
Voltaire, but its ridicule and its mockery are 
in the service of very pronounced political 
opinions, which do not happen to be those of 
the present Government. Aud if I might ven- 
ture a paradox, I should say that A /adderadatsch 
is possibie and successful, not because the peo- 
ple have so much, but because they have 80 lit- 
tle esprit. If esprit were a national gift, and the 
love of humor insatiable, the regular dailies 
would not be so preternaturally dull and heavy; 
their columns would be sprightly, fresh, and eu- 
tertaining, and the people who do enjoy a little 
healthy trifling would find it in their regular 
party organs, without searching elsewhere. But 
since some inacrutable prejudice forbids the dai- 
lies to rise above a solemn didactic tone, the 
field of wit and humor is exclusively re- 
served for special 

nary reader finds the division of 
extended, therefore, to this phase 
journalism. He reads the serious dailies 
for the telegraphic dispatches, for the 
lithographic correspondence from London and 
Rio de Janciro, and for the interminable leaders 
on the politics of the day; and then for an auti- 
dote, takes Wespen or Kiadderadatsch. ‘There 
is, therefore, an essential difference between the 
relations of the two classes of periodicals in 
Germany and the relations between, say, the 
Times and Punch. Mr. Bell turns from the 
Times to Punch in order to get relief from poli- 
tics and to enjoy social and other caricatures 
excellently done, but the Berliner turns from 
the Nat onal Zeitung tothe A adderadatsch mere- 
ly in order to have a different treatment of the 
same political questions. In the first be has the 
tragedy, in the second the comedy; but the 
subject is always politics. This is, in a certain 
sense, an evil, but the Vational Zeitung has not 
yet discovered the true seat or reason of the 


evil. 


POOLE, THE LONDON TAILOR. 
Otive Locan's London Letter to san Francisco Cail. 

Speading ot men’s Clothes makes me think of 
Poole, the swell tailor here. Recent experiences 
of friends of mine show me that Poole is still at 
his old tricks. I first heard of this thing twenty 
years ago, but really thought the establishment 
was getting a little more sensible in its old age. 
But it appears it is not. 

An American having heard so mueh of Poole’s, 
comes to London and proceeds to find bis tailor- 
ing place, witn the intention of ordering some 
clothes there. The premises, in Saville Row. 
have nothing very awe-inspiring about them. 
Though vast, they are quiet; though comforta- 
bly furnished, not gorgeously so. But as soon 
as this one American expresses to the individual 
who comes forward to learn bis business, on his 
entrance, a desire to de measured for 
clothes, he is met oy a cold stare and the frigid 
inquiry, „Have you an introduction % Com- 
pletely thrown olf his balance bv so extraordina- 


"ry areception im a tailor’s sbop, the American 


begins to mumble out something about the ad- 
dress of bis bankers, or pa) ing in advance if 
they like. At this grossly material line of re- 
mark the Poole man seems completely horrified. 
“On, it’s not in the least a matter of money,— 
but we generally like gentlemen to be imtro- 
duced!”?> Ha, ba! The idea of having to be iu- 
troduced to your taiior! The matter always 
ends by the Poole deputy taking the Ameri- 
can’s measure.—to the intense delight of the 
latter, who, quite unacquainted with any Lords 
or other M. P. , actually feared for a moment 
that the bonor of getting his clothes made by 
Poole was one which was to elude his grasp just 
as he thought he had attained it. 

And now the fact is the Poole establishment 
never requires an introduction from an Amert- 
can, and probably never bad any from an Amer- 
can in the world. 

Tne precaution is necessary in an establish- 
ment like this, which deals for the most part 
with men holding large estates, but who handle 
comparatively little ready money. These swells 
do bot expect tneir bils to be presented for 
three years after delivery of goods; therefore, 
when it is a matter of understood credit for this 
length of time, it certainly is highly necessary 
tor a tradesman to know whom he is dealing 
with, An Englien nobleman could go into 
Poole’s with another gentleman and merely say 
to the attendapt, * Ob, I say—this is Capt. So- 
and-So, a friend of mine,’ and Capt. So-and-So 
might order fifty suits at once, and fifty suits a 

‘ear more; for three years he would hear noth- 
— of the bill. If be didn’t bay it then, he 
would bear nothing of it for three years 
more; and a good many years would have 
to elapse before they began to press him at all. 
Thus it may happen on à man's coming into a 
long-deferred estate, a small fortune in itself, 
comparatively speaking, has to goin a lump to 
Poole, who has dressed bim like a gentleman 
and a man of fashion all his life, aud has never 
vet seen a per uy of bis money. But in spite of 
such occurrences as these being not altogether 
infrequent, it is none the less true that every 
tailor in London (and none more so than Poole) 
are glad to have cash customers. 

Their appreciation of ready money is such that 
they will make a discount of from 5 to 15 per 
cent fur it. But the inquiry, Have you an in- 
troduction?” is a formality, traditional in the 
customs of the house of Poole, and, perhaps, it 
is not without its uses even for Americans. as it 
makes them consider their exception to the rule 
in something of the licht of a favor. 

About there Poole clothes, aud the clothes of 
English tailors generally, I have heard many 
varying opinions from Americans. It happens 
at the present time thet there are some dozer 
particulerly **aobby’’ New Yorkers here,—men 
of position and wealtb.—and, as 1 took the 
trouble to ask their opinion of English clothes 
the other day, I will give it to you, ad that 
it is positive these gextiemen are authorities 2

clothes, or those of any other good West-End 
tailor. Every stitch is sewed by hand. The 
cloths are of the best and most lasting — 
A Frenchman’s clothes, they say, are really 
hideous, Wide, flapping coat-lappels, and ele- 
phant-eared trowsers; large shirt sleeves, open- 
ing over the band like a funnel; exaggerated 
designs in cloth textures; colored linen and 
caddish hats make up the ensemble. The 
American taste, also, over these oracles, is 
much too pronounced. Coats padded on the 
shoulders, eccentricities in cut of garments, 
loaferish head gear, big watch cbains, and a 
general Jim Fiskiness, are av offense so rare it 
exhales to heaven. So runs the tale. The con- 
vorsation taking place while the gentlemen 
were in evening dress. I observed that these 
Poole dress suits consisted of rather wide 
trowsers, falling loose and straight as a bolster- 
case; long-tailed, long-waisted ‘‘steel-pen” 
coat; very decollette waistcoat, not deeper than 
my middle tinger where it buttons, single- 
breasted, though the button-holes are so close 
together, there are four buttons; waistcoat 
trimmed all round with two rows of the var- 
rowest possible black silk braid, which looks 
like a button-hole-worked edging. The wide 
expanse of shirt-bosom must be without a 
wrinkie. No watch chain, save an old-fash- 
joned guard, a black silk cord, is visible. One 
single smal! shirt-bosom stud, a tiny gem, but 
— is considered chic. For this evening suit 
Poole charges 850. The gentlemen tell me it 
would cost $110 in New York.

WHAT ROYALTY COSTS SPAIN. 
Madrid Correspondence New York Herald. 

Let us, in examining into the causes of this 
discontent, see what Spanish rulers do with 
Spanish money. Spainis poor. She only pays 
a fraction of the interest on her debt. She has 
had wars in Cuba, wars among the Carlists, can- 
tonal insurrectious, —all a serious drain upon 
the Treasury. It was financial trouble that led 
to the French Revolution, and when the Treas- 
ury is empw discontent is sure to follow. I 
have been studying the financial estimates, as 
printed in the official gazette and presented to 
the Cortes. Take first the Royal House. Spain 
has a King who was born in 1857. She pays him 
$1,400,000 a year, or, Sundays excepted, near! 
$4,500 a day. Alfonso costs every two weeks 
more than Mr. Haves ina year. Soain also bas 
the services of the Princess of Austrias, a young 
widow lady born in 1861. She lives with the 
King, presides over his household and is, i 
hear, an estimable person, given to charity and 
visiting /hospitals. Spain pays this Princess 
$100,000 a year, or twice as much as you 
annually paid Gen. Grant when President. 
Spain also enjoys the services of Dona Maria del 
Pilar Besenguela. This maiden was born in 
i861, and is the King’s sister. She lives mostly 
in Paris, goes to church, and reads pious boeks. 
Spain pays ber $30,000 a year. which no Con- 
gress would ever dream of giving to Chief-—Jus- 
tice Waite. Spain has two other Princesses, 
Dona Maria de la Paz Juana and Eulalie Frau- 
cisca de Asis. These maidens are respectively 
16 and 14. They live in Paris to comfort an ex- 
iled mother and dress their dolls. I have no 
doubt they are model children, and will one day 
be the best of Princesses. Spain pays them each 
$30,000 a year. I wonder what Congress would 
say if we proposed to pay Gen. Sherman as 
much? The exiled mother, known in bistorv as 
Isabella II., lives in Paris on the Rue Roi de 
Rome, Spain pays for her services $15,000 a 
year. She is so poor that the other day she put 
up her jewels at auction, and I do not know how 
many millions of fraucs they brought ber. 
‘The Queen has a sister, wife of the Duke of 
Montpensier, mother of poor Mercedes. Her 
husband, the Duke, is one of the richest men 
in Europe, and so Spain pays his wife the beg- 
Carly salary of 850.000 a year. Queen Isabella 
has a husband who does not live on the Rue Roi 
de Rome, but on the Champs Elysees. I used 
to see him pottering about under the trees of 
the avenue, a dapper little man, that | was wont 
to fancy a teacher of dance music until I learned 
that he was an illustrious Prince and King Con- 
sort of Spain. Spain pays bim $60,000 a vear. 
Not long since the grandmother of the King, 
Queen Christina, who spent her last years in a 
palace on the Champs Elxsces, was gathered to 
her tathers, aud now is at peace in the Escurial. 
While this estimabie Princess lived—and she 
lived to an advanced age—Spain valued her 
services at $50,000 a year. II you ask me what 
special services these Princes and Princesses 
have rendered to Spain that out of her impover- 
ished treasury@}e should pay them annually 
$1,000,000, I anYafraid I can give zou no better 
answer than the barber in Beaumarchais’ “ Figa- 
ro. who, when he was asked what the noble 
Lord had dene to enjoy so many blessings, could 
only respond, Vous bos efes donne (a peine de 
nalre (they have taken the trouble to be born).

OLD-FASHIONED POLITENESS. 

Prevost furnishes the following rules for po- 
lite behavior, as they were authoritatively given 
in 1766: 

Do not nudge your neighbors with your 
elbow; do not scratch yourself; do not betray 
by any gesture that vou are hungry, and do not 
look eagerly at the food as though you could 
devour the whole of it. Whoever it be distrib- 
uting the cut viands, do not hastily present your 
plate to be served first: do not crunch 
the bones nor break the stones of fruit with 


your teeth. Do do suck the bones to get out 
the marrow. It is very indecent to touch any- 
thivg fat, either sauce or sirup, with the fingers, 
seeing that vou are thereby compelled to prac- 
tice two or three other indecencies; to wipe 
your hands frequently on your dinner-napkin, 
and so dirty it like a kitchen-clout; to wipe 
them on your bread, which is even more un- 
cleanly; or to lick your fingers, which is the 
very bight of impropriety. Be careful not to 
dip your portion in the dish, or what you are 
cating in the salt-celiar; do not offer to others 
what you have already tasted; aud take it for 
a general rule that what has once been on your 
prete must never be put back on the disb. 

bere is nothing so abominable as to clean and 
wipe a dish or plate with one’s hands; during 
the dinner do not criticise the meats or sauces, 
or ask to drink first, for it is a great incivility. 
Carefully avoid talking with the mouth full. it 
is uncivil to pick one’s teeth during the repast 
either with a knife or a fork. . .. In 
placing yourself at table have the head 
uncovered. Always wipe your spoon when, 
after having already: it, you wish to 
take something from another plate, as there 
are some people so delicate that they would not 
partake even of soup where you had dipped 
your spoon, having previously carried it to your 
mouth. Join the lips in cating, so as not to 
-en noise like animals. If, untor- 
tunately, you burn yourself, bear it patiently if 
you can, bu., if you cannot, take your plate 
delicately in one hand, and, lifting it up, cover 
your mouth with tne other hand, putting back 
upon it what burned you, and then you will 
pass your plate behind you toa lackey. . ..

Carson Appeal. 

The other night as old Blinks, who presides

As he was 
passing through a defile in the mountains 1,500 
Indians surrounded him. They had closed 
every avenue of escape; abrupt mountains tow- 
ered on either hand, their sides lined with sav- 
agos; several hundred guarded the pass abead 
of bim, while an equal number had closed in 
upon his rear. To escape was impossible; the 
cdds were too great to give battle, so he majes- 
tically surrendered and deliantly told them to 
deal with him as they pieased. The delight of 
the Indians at capturing such an important and 
dreaded enemy prevented them from kuling 
him at once, aud they were two dass in counsel 
trying to invent some more horrible torture and 
manner vi death than they had ever vracticed 
before. 

By this time old Blinks had got himself hope- 
lessly entangied, and the crowd around the 
game, seeing his dilemma, demanded at once to 
know how he had got out of such a fix. Blinks 
coughed and ** sparred for time.“ heping to in- 
vent some way to wind up the story, but his im- 
agination “fell down” ou him, and the boys 
kept pressing him.

| SALARIED JUSTICES. 
Mr. Mose Wentworth might make a 


better use of his position in the Illinois Leg- 
islature than by introducing a bill to pay 
Chicago Justices of the Peace a salary, and 
saddle upon the city the expense of support- 
ing their establishments. He wants Justices 
paid $2,000 a year, with an allowance of 
$750 for clerk, pay for their office-rent, 
attendance, etc., in lieu of which they shall 
turn over the fees to the city, There are 
nineteen Justices in Chicago, andthe expense 
of each office would amount to not less than 
$5,000 a year under Mr. Wentworta’s plan, 
or an aggregate annual increase of about 
$100,000 in the city expenses. It would not 


Justices would not then care particularly 
whether the fees were ever collected or not. A 
good many reforms are needed in the adminis- 
tration of Justices’ offices in this city, but we 
fail to see how WeNTWoRTH's proposition will 
lead up to any one of them. It would result 
in the establishment of nineteen new Courts, 
with the usual paraphernalia -and append- 
ages, and the creation of a new and extensive 
set of salaried officiass. It would enlarge 
the field of local politics and increase the 
power of the ward-bummer to precisely the 
extent of the new officials and the amount of 
new city expenditures. Every Justice would 
demand large apartments, with costly fur- 
niture and pretentious fixtures. Beginning 
with one clerk, the otium cum dig. of the new 
position would soon require additional clerks, 
bailiffs, janitors, etc. There would be a 
foundation whereon to build a mountain of 
expense. A stated salary for every Justice 
would also be a leveling process that would 
place them all on the same plane, 
whether good or bad, lazy or in- 
dustrious, drunk or sober. Under the 
present practice, a hard-working Jus- 
tice of the Peace, who commands the 
confidence of the community, can earn from 

84.000 to 85,000, perhaps, and the office is 
sufficiently remunerative to attract good law- 
vers and men of a certain ability. Once 
attach the salary of $2,000 to the position, 
with no legitimate way of making it yield 
anything more to the occupant, and no good 
lawyer or man of fair ability fit for the place 
‘can be induced to accept an appointment, 
while the office will become a bait for bum- 
mers ahd cheap politicians. The change 
would only result in an increased expense to 
the community, while it would degrade the 
office itself, and increase the abuses that 
already attach to the trial and disposition of 
the minor civil suits. Mr. Wzrntrworrtn’s 
bill should be unceremoniously strangled in 
the committee-room. 

THE MORMON QUESTION. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
affirming the constitutionality of the United 
States statute prohibiting polygamous mar- 
riages in the Territories has given a new im- 
petus to the Mormon question, and seems to 
open the way at last for the ultimate extinc- 
tion of the Mormon practice of one man’s 
marrying several wives, at least so far as the 
jurisdiction of the United States Govern- 
ment reaches. The law prohibiting this 
practice has been on the statute-books ever 
since 1862, but the attempts to enforce it 
have been only spasmodic, and never till 
now has it enjoyed the force of an approval 
by the Court of last resort. The result will 
be a demand for additional legislation, urged 
on the one hand to make thé prosecution of 
the Mormons unsparing, and, on the other, 
to extend some sort of immunity to those 
who have already contracted polygamous 
marriages under the toleration of the au- 
thorities, and to legitimatize the offspring of 
such marriages. While the Supreme 
Court’s recent decision onght to be 
used to place Mormonism in the 
course of ultimate extinction” by a 
vigorous enforcement of the penalties for 
all polygamous marriages N the 
future, there are many considerations of 
humanity and public policy that suggest a 
certain immunity to the families that are 

already organized on the polygamous basis. 

A justification of the latter course may be 

found in the neglect of the Government to 

enforce its own law in the past,—a neglect 
which has resulted jn the formation of 
numerous alliances which it would be cruel 
to disturb under such circumstances. Thou- 
sands of poor, deluded, and dependent 
women would become outcasts, and tens of 
thousands of young lives would be blighted 
with infamy, by auy sudden and universal 
disturbance of the polygamous relations in 
Utab. Public policy also requires a con- 
sideration of the responsibility that may be 
thrown upon the Government in case a gen- 
eral disruption of Mormon families should 
make paupers of a numerous class of help- 
less women and children. Congress cannot 
take further action on this question without 
giving these matters proper consideration. 
The most interesting feature of the Su- 
preme Court’s opinion is in regard to the 
constitutionality of the statute, as it involves 

a discussion of the extent to which religious 
convictions can be set up as a defense for a 
violation of law. Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of religion. 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof,“ is 
the first clause of the first amendment to the 
Constitution. But the Constitution nowhere 
defines what meant by the word “ relig- 
ion.” Chief. Justice Warre. reverted to the 
earliest authorities and State papers for the 
most trustworthy construction of the term in 
its relation to the State, In the preamble of 
Jerrzason’s act introduced in the Virginia 
House of Delegates before the American 
‘Declaration of Independence was adopted 
there was a protest against the interfer- 

ence of the State with religious liberty, 
and it was added: It is time enough 


for the rightful purposes of civil govern-

peace and good order.” This has served as a 
foundation for subsequent notable utterances 
on the meaning of the constitutional prohi- 
bition of Congressional interference, and 
would indicate that this prohibition was 
never designed to cut off any regulation of 
social relations deemed necessary to preserve 
good order and maintain the forms and 
authority of government. The marriage re- 
lation-is not only one of the most sacred but 
also one of the most useful elements in 
society and government, and all the States 
of the Union at all times have prohib- 
ited the practice of polygamy as sub- 
versive of good order, public morals, 
and the welfare of the community. 
The same considerations demand of the 
General Government a similar regulation as 


to territory under its exclusive jurisdiction. 


Congress has the same right to prohibit po- 
Jygamous marriages that it has to pass any 
other law of a general police character to 
prevent results that are deemed hurtful to 
society and the State. Having passed such a 
law, which is approved by the practice of all 
the States and by the experience of all civili- 
zation, à religious conviction cannot be plead- 
ed as an excuse for the violation thereof; if 
that doctrine were admitted, then all laws 
could be violated with impunity under a sim- 
ilar plea, and the General Government might 
as well abandon the effort to regulate and 
control the local affairs of such people as 
should elect to reside in United States terri- 
tory not yet orgenized into a State Govern- 
ment. The Supreme Court’s decision is 
founded in reason, and must be made the 
basis of a crusade against Mormonism; but 
such crusade, sure to succeed in the end, can 
afford to be tolerant of what has transpired 
while being strict as to the future. 


APPROACHES TO THE PARKS. 

One of the bills before the Legislature in 
which Chicago has a lively interest is that 
introduced by Senator Basu, providing that 
the Park eee with the consent 
of the Common uncil, may acquire the 
same control over some one street leading to 
the parks as they exercise over their own 
boulevards and driveways. There ought to 
be no opposition to the purpose of this bill, 
and it should be passed just as soon as the 
Legislature is satisfied that it 1s in a shape to 
secure the end in view most expeditiously 
and cheaply. The people of Chicago hope 
that the bill may mature into a law early 
enough tp enable the South Park Commis- 
sioners to extend their jurisdiction over 
Michigan avenue and provide a re- 
spectable driveway for next summer. The 
Cook County delegation, and such out- 
side influence as can properly be 
brought to bear, should assist Senator Basz 


in passing the measure at the earliest moment | 


possible.| The people of Chicago have spent 
enormous sums of money on their various 
parks, and, with the single exception of Liu- 
coln Park, there is not one that can be 
reached withont enduring personal torture, 
and risking life and limb in the effort to go 
there over dilapidated pavements and through 
elongated mud-holes. It has come to bea 
universal conviction that the only way in 
which a respectable and comfortable ap- 
proach to these parks can be provided and 
maintained is by making some one street in 
each division of the city a w of the park 
system, so far as police regulation is con- 
cerned. ‘This is the only practicable method 
for protecting such a thoroughfare from the 
rapid destruction of heavy teaming, which 
naturally seeks the particular street that has 
been most recently improved. It is use- 
less to expect the owners of abutting 
property to renew a pavement every year or 
two for the benefit of park-visitors; they 
will not do it, Noris there any authority 
for doing this at the expense of the city, and 
it would be unwise to establish any such 


system. The Park Commissioners, however, | 


are able to keep their own driveways in ad- 


mirable bondition at a small outlay by ex- 


cluding heavy teaming, and by constant 
watching and timely repairs. The streets 
that would be selected for park approaches, 
such as Michigan avenue in the South Di- 
vision, are already filled, graded, and curbed, 
and the cost of improvement would be com- 
paratively small in the first instance, and 
scarcely an appreciable addition to the gen- 
eral park expenses thereafter. The unanim- 
ity with which the people of Chicago de- 
mand the privilege asked by Senator Basu’s 
bill, along with the fact that the matter does 
not specially concern the remainder of the 
State, ought to secure the prompt passage of 
the measure. 


THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 

The Republicans in France are now brought 
face to face with the completest test to 
which they can be subjected, and that is 
their capacity, being in full possession of all 
branches of the Government, to govern 
themselves. Hitherto the Republican party 
in France has had to contend with organized 
and formidable opposition. The Constitu- 
tion imposed many checks upon the absolute 
rule of that party. In the first place, the 
Senate, under its peculiar organization, was 
strongly conservative, as well as a firm and 
somewhat obstinate ehain upon the more 
radical Assembly. The President was so con- 
servative that, with any hope of popular sup- 
port, the probability is that he would long 
since have declared for one or the 
other branch of the Monarchical party. At 
last the Executive and the Republican As- 
sembly reached the point of collision, and 
both parties appealed to the country. The 
result was such an overwhelming Republican 
majority that the Execntive submitted, and 
formed a Ministry satisfactory to the He- 
publicans. The Senate, however, remained 
conservative, aud was not, like the Execu- 
tive, subordirate ,to the will of the Assem- 
bly. The late elections have now in turn 
revolutionized the Senate, which body is m 
full politi¢al sympathy with the other branch 
of the National Logislature. The Govern- 
ment—the two branches of the Legislature, 
the Cabinet, and the President—is now 
for the first time controlled by Republicans, 
and the Republicans are for the first time in 
a position to propose and enforce progressive 
reforms. The army is yet officered in the 
superior departments by commanders who 
are not Republicans, and the courts are pre- 
sided over by Judges many of whom are not 
Republicans, and many of whom have come 
down in office from a time anterior to the 
Republican party. 

It is proposed to legislate changes in these 
two branches of the public service, and to 
make other changes of a character more or 
less radical. Tuese. changes, or reforms, 
meet with opposition among the Republic- 
ans. So strong is the opposition that the 
Cabinet in stating its programme was not 
prepared to indorse them, nor yet was it pre- 
pared to oppose them. The result was that 
all factions—and there are no less than 
four factions of the Republicans—are disap- 
pointed, Thos® in favor ot extreme party 
rule are irreconcilable: they insist that the 


whole foree of the Government shall be em- 
ployed to dispossess all men of office whd are 
not extreme Republicans, They are for 
radical changes. Other Republicans are for 
the changes to a limited extent, while still 
others oppose any and every scheme to make 
the Judiciary a mere party vehicle. The at- 
tempt to adopt and put in practice the prin- 
ciple that To the victors belong the spoils,” 
and that all offices of whatever character 
should be apportioned among the members 
of the party in power, has never been recog- 
nized in France, and the Republican party is 
threatened with a disruption on that ques- 
tion. It is not yet determined whether 
the French Cabinet will be sustained in 
its non-committal course, nor to what 
extent it must concede in order to main- 
tain its power. It is not, as all previous ques- 
tions have been, a coutroversy between the 
Republican party and the Opposition ; it is 
whether the Republican party must itself 
divide into two factions, aud which of 
these factions must rule. The Republicans, 

while in an overwhelming majority among 
the people, include in their number thou- 
sands who oppose these radical and extreme 
measures. ‘There are multitudes of Repub- 
licans who are hostile to GamBrrTa, and who 

insist that he shall not be clothed with offi- 
cial power, So strong is this conservatism 

among Republicans that it is questionable 

whether, if he were placed at the headof the 

Ministry, the people upon an appeal to them 

would not go back, not to monarchy, but 

to such conservatism as would put all radical 
leaders and all radical measures under the 
ban. 

The Republican party in France, there- 
fore, is now met by a new foe. Is it 
strong enough to govern itself? Is it strong 
enough to maintain its supremacy against 
the discontent which exists among its own 
members? If the Republican Ministry be 
overthrown, what will the next one be ?—and 
will that be sustained by the country? In 
this struggle between the moderate and the 
extreme men of the party are involved mat- 
ters of grave consequence to France and to 
the Republican Government. The reaction 
against Radicalism is one thing; the adop- 
tion of extreme’ or absolute rule is another ; 
and both threaten the peace of the Re- 
public. ; ' ’ 

The present Republic’ of France differs 
from its predecessors, because this is gov- 
erned by a Constitution imposing checks and 
balances even upon popular will, while in 
he previous Republics legislative majorities 
were absolute, and, it may be said, irrespon- 
sible, in their authority. The present Re- 
public is a Government of law, and is not 
one of foros except in the maintenance of 
the law. This Government of law has been 
so far carefully preserved, an l. as the last 
election showed, had won the full cunfidence 
of the nation. Shall it wreck the Constitu- 
tion now by extreme measures? Shall the 
Republican party now destroy itself, and 
thus destroy’the Republic, in the very mo- 
ment of its highest success and prosperity? 


THE OPERA SEASON. 

The first week of the season of opera by 
the troupe from Her Majesty’s Theatre, 
London, under the management of Col. 
Marrrsox and the directorship of Signor 
Anprrr, a leader and composer long known 
to fame, has closed upon a remarkable mu- 
sical success. ‘ The troupe has given us two 
performances of Carmen,“ one of Son- 
nambuia,” one of Le Nozze di Figaro,” 
two of Lucia,“ and one of “Il Trova 
tore, representing Brrrr. BLLIVt, Mozart, 
Doxuxrrr. and VrERpI,—a wide enough range 
to suit nearly all tastes. Of these repre- 
sentations Carmen,“ “ Sonnambula,” and 
Lucia“ were given up to a standard of 
excellence that has not been known here 
before. Il Trovatore” was given very 
smoothly, and in some parts with great 
power. Le Nozze di Figaro“ nearly 
reached a fiasco owing to an unfortunate, 
but none the less silly and miserable, 
jangle between two of the artists, 
which would have been of little account had 
it been confined behind the scenes, where 
it belonged. ‘The personations which stand 
out conspicuous for great merit, and rank as 
really artistic productions, are Mme. Gerrs- 
TERS Amina and Lucia, Miss Havur’s Car- 
men, Dew Puentr’s A’scamilio, Gatwassi's 
Henry Ashton and Conte di Luna, Campa- 
nint's Edgardo, and Mme. LanLAchz's 
Azucena., It is the prominent feature of this 
troupe, however, that ove does not have to 
look to individuals for his pleasure and enter- 
tainment. It is not like a comet with a 
bright star at its head dragging after it along 
and inconsequential tail. The principal 
artists are not only adequately but strongly 
supported. In every representation tbe 
little parts have been excellently filled, and 
this has never been done here before. 
With the first and second parts strongly 
cast, and backed against a large, 
efficient, spirited, and well-trained cho- 
rus, the vocal ensemble is all that could 
be desired or expected, and 
that high standard which critical opera-goers 
have long sighed for but never supposed 
they would have. Behind the footlights sit 
an orchestra and a conductor more than 
worthy to support the artists and chorus of 
this troupe, It is not only large and full in 
all its parts (being the largest band ever 
brought here for opera), but it is composed 
of musicians of long and thorough training, 
many of them having summered and win- 
tered with Tnropore THomas. who are not 
only competent to play the notes and to sup- 
port the singers, but who play with rare 
spirit, vigor, precision, and expression, and 
are so Self-reliant that their skillful conductor 
seldom has to give them any attention, much 
less labor with them, which leaves him free 
to keep the vocal part of his forces well up 
to ils The result of the strength 
and excelience of this triple combination 
is such an ensemble as we have never had 
here before; and old works like “ Lucia,” 
„Sounambula,“ and Trovatore,” which 
have been given here scores of times, ap- 
peared like new creations. Can any one fail 
to see how thin and weak the Carmen” of 
the Srkakoscw troupe was in comparison 
with the same work as given by this, with 
its extraordinary vocal ensemble and full, 
rich instrumentation? Can any one who 
has assisted at performances of Lucia” in 
this city recall one that was at all comparable 
with the splendid representation by this 
troupe, or one that can be praised without 
quaitiication? “Lucia.” was the second 
opera ever given in Chicago, and the first to 
be given entire. It has been performed 
twenty-four times, and we cannot recall a 
representation that can be compared with it. 

Now, what will be the result of all this? 
We hear a great deal of talk—and a great 
deal of it twaddle about educational work in 
music. Col. Mapieson has been quietly 
doing some of this wor k, and has succeeded 
in revoliftionizing Operatic taste and knowl. 
edge in our midst. ~ Tue consequences of his 
work are already apparent, though the season 
is but half through. To put it in very plain 
English, he has quietly shown us that we 


work. 


reaches 


have been considerably humbugged in the 
past, and that some of us at least were 
simply enjoying ourselves because ignorance 
was bliss. Now, however, that he has shown 
us how opera should be done, it is safe to 
assume that audiences will be more exacting 
in the future, will be very impatient of 
troupes scarce half made up, will not tolerate 
concert-singing in opera, and will not be satis- 
fied with the performance of an opera be- 
cause two or three of its arias have been sung 
well. Opera troupes with two or three 
stars, twenty or thirty sticks, and a dozen 
fiddlers will beatadiscount, Thisseason has 
shown that people are willing to pay a liberal 
price to hear fine performances of opera, and 
they will be apt to ask the next time whether 
they are getting their money’s worth. There 
is nothing like having a musical standard by 
which to make measurements. We jogged 
along very complacently with our old or- 
chestras until Tuzoporg THomas happened 
here one day, and since that time the stand- 
ard of orchestral music has been elevated 
here. We should probably have jogged along 
in opera the same way if Mr. Mapuzson had 
not brought his great troupe here. 

It may be that this bluff old English man- 
ager cares little for congratulations, and 1s 
not aware that he has been doing anything 
more than he ought, but none the less the 
thanks cf our opera-goers are due to him, 
and there will be no one so churlish as to 
refuse them. Their gratitude is also due to 
Mr. Haverty. He has more than fulfilled 
all the promises he made, and has omitted 
no detail that would minister to their con- 
venience and enjoyment. 


POLITICAL EFFECT OF THE DECLINE OF 
FAITH. 

Dr. J. W. Daapzr, the well-known author 
and scientist, writes in the last number of 
the Princeton Review of The Political Ef- 
fect of the Decline of Faith in Continental 
Europe.” Dr. Draper has decided views of 
the part the Church, and particularly the 
Catholic Church, played in arresting the de- 
velopment of the human mind in Europe 
during the Middle Ages. Those who have 
read his History of the Intellectual Devel- 
opment of Europe” and his History of 
the Conflict Between Religion and Science ” 
will remember that he laid a heavy hand on 
a number of venerable ecclesiastical institu- 
tions. They will remember, too, that he 
did not in all respects deal fairly by the 
Church. He showed the dark gide of its 
work, its attempt to hinder free thought 
and to merge individual tastes, capacities, 
and feelings into a simple expression of its 
own will and power. But he did not ad- 
mit that the Church had done any good. 
He did not give it full credit for 
its indirect, and perhaps undesired, elevation 
of the masses at the expense of the nobles 
and the Kings, nor for its early patronage 
of learning, nor for its preservation of the 
materials for culture and enlightenment. 
These were, it may be said, only incidental 
benefits. For all that they were real bene- 
fits, and deserved to be fairly stated in any 
survey of the work of the Church. The 
Church was teformed from within, not from 


| withoht. The principal reformers, Wicx- 


tirrz, Lorna, Erasuvus, Cavin, and 
Kxox, were brought up and educated by the 
Church. She put weapons in their hands 
with which they afterward cut her asunder. 
Who can say that Lorna would have made 
headway against the power of the Church if 
he had not been a learned man himself, 
able to meet and refute the arguments of 
the hierarchy, and to put the Bible into the 
vernacular of his own country ? 

But, if Dr. Drapzr did not do justice to 
the Church in his previous writings, he has 
made some amends in the present article. 
Not intentionally perhaps. He is still bitter 
in speaking of the Church of the Middle 
Ages. He declares that Grecory the Great 
was ‘‘a ferocious and superstitious monk” ; 
that Italy was in his time, and for a thou- 
sand years afterward, a hotbed of ignorance 
and vice; and that Christendom was “a 
theatre of stupendous miracles, ecclesias- 
tical impostures, spiritual appearance.” But 
one thing, he says, the Church did then 
which most of the rulers of Europe would be 
glad to have it do now if it could: it held in 
check the passions of men. It substituted 
authority, not only for reason, but also for 
unreason as exhibited in some of its worst 
forms. The instinct of self-preservation 
made it dread anything like revolt 
against the powers that be, unless 
that revolt were directed by a still higher 
power, namely, the Pope. Hence the 
Church in the Middle Ages prevented the 
development of that spirit of uhrest among 
the lower classes which in latter times has 
taken the shape of Nihilism, Communism, or 
Socialism, as the case may be, 

The political effect of the decline of faith 
has been, fist, to limit the authority of the 
Church, and, secondly, to give an impulse to 
the formation of Communistic societies, 
The Church may well boast that, if she has 
gone down in the struggle with free thought, 
she has not gone down alone. She has car- 
ried with her some of the proudest Govern- 
ments that ever ruled in Europe—notably 
those of France and Spain. Only, unfortu- 
nately for her welfare, the Governments that 
have suffered most have been tbose that she 
would rather have spared, and their suffering 
has been largely due to their devotion to her. 

Dr. Draper does not commit the great mis- 
take of arguing that the motive force which 
has produced Nihilism, Communism, and 
Socialism has been the decline in the au- 
thority of the Church. He has endeavored 
rather to show how, with the diminution of 
resistance, the effect has increased. ‘In 
the Middle Ages religion acted as a resistance 
to human passions. . Its power has been 
dimiuished, and those passions are less re- 
strained.” The medieval man was taught 
to believe that there would be a com- 
pensation for the afflictions that befell 
him, and that his wrongs would be 
righted, if not in this world, . in 
the world to come. The modern man has 
learned to distrust the teachers that hold out 
these promises, and to disbelieve in the 
promises themselves, How closely Com- 
muuism is allied with Atheism we have here- 
tofore endeavored to show. The closeness 
of the alliance is due to a double set of 
causes, Oaly one of which has been pointed 
out by Dr. Drapzr. It is true, as he has 
said, that the poor and suffering portion of 
mankind, when they come to believe 
they are not likely to find another world bet- 
ter than this, often think it would be a good 
idea to try and improve this. Their ideas of 
improvement are crude, They look at things 
from a personal and selfish point of view, 
aud if they had their way would do terrible 
wrong to others in endeavoring to better 
themselves. If there is no Hereafter, they 
say, let us make the most of the 
Present. Let us eat and drink, for to-mor- 
row we die. Then comes the second train 
of reflection: The thi that be are not 
ordained of Gop; any who can has the 
right to change them; it is foolish and stupid 
to be worse off than your neighbor if, by 


simply reaching out your hand, you can take 
what he has. We will not go further into 
particulars and inquire what effect the 
destruction or modification of the doctrine 
of rewards and punishments has had upon 
the people. It has always been, to our way 
of thinking, a curious argument, which has 
been advanced in some quarters, that the 
promise of a terrible hell for the wicked has 
had little or no effect upon the people who 
believed in it. The same argument has been 
advanced in favor of the abolition of capital 
punishment, but not always with marked 
success, 

The total extinction of religious belief is 
not, however, the sole, or even the chief, 
cause of Nihilism, Communism, and Social- 
ism, though Dr. Draper makes it to be so. 
There is another cause which he almost un- 
covered, but slurred over finally and buried 
under a monstrous misstatement, ‘‘ Under the 
Italian system,” he says, the population of 
Europe had not doubled in a thousand years. 1 
The implication is here clearly that the 
Italian system was responsible for the slow 
growth of population. But just the oppo- 
site of this is true. The Italian system has 
encouraged the growth of population ever 
since it has been a system. The slow rate 
of increase in the Middle Ages was due to 
constant wars, a loose morality, and gross 
ignorance of hygiene. Since these causes 
have been in part removed, the Italian system 
has had full play, and it has made the 
population of those countries in Europe con- 
trolled by it increase very fast, It has en- 
couraged early marriages, ard made child- 
bearing a religious duty. The consequence 
has been a great addition to the population, 
and an enormous pressure upon the land. 
The fact that Communism has developed 
more fully in Catholic than in Protestant 
countries, if it be a fact, is due to the influ- 
ence of the Church in this respect more than 
to any decline of religious faith. Dr. 
Draper may reasonably urge that he was 
not discussing the action of laws of popula- 
tion, but the political effect of the decline of 
religious faith, He might well, however, 
since he cut so near an important and curi- 
ous truth, have fairly brought it out. 


MARRYING FOR A CROWN. 
Georce III. of England had a numerous 


progeny,—nine sons and six daughters,— 
enough, it might be supposed, to furnish 
lineal descendants in svilicient number 
to have removed all question as to a failure 
ure of succession. The oldestson (and greatest 
reprobate), Gzorce IV., was married several 
times, but married only once in accordance 
with the law of England. This wife he dis- 
carded, and his only daughter, the Princess 
CHARLOTTE, became the sole heir and ex- 
pectant successor. She was married in 1816, 
and her death, a year later, destroyed the 
expectation of a successor by that line. 
Greorce IV. was then 55 years old, anda 
physical as well as moral wreck. The otber 
sons of Grorce III. had not led very ir. 
proachable lives, but they, upon this failure 
of a succession, immediately proceeded to 
marry, wit somewhat remarkable results. 
They were (1) Freprericx, Duke of York, 
married, and died childless in 1827. (2) WIL 
raM, Duke of Clarence, born in 1765; 
upon the death of tho Princess CHar- 
Lotte he renounced bis numerous fam- 
ily of sons and daughters, and their 
mother, and in July, 1878, being 53 years of 
age, married a German Princess, by whom 
he had two children, both of whom died 
while. infants; he succeeded as King in 
1830, and died in 1837. (3) Epwarp, Duke 
of Kent, born 1767; upon the death of the 
Princess CHARLOTTE, married, in May, 1818, 
at the age of 51,a German Princess, by 
whom he had one child, the present Queen 
Vicronla. He died leaving no other child. 
(4) Exxest Avavstus, Duke of Cumberland, 
born in 1771, married a German Princess, at 
the age of 44, but the birth of Vicrorr had 
cut him off; on the accession of VicroRrA as 
Queen of Engiand he became King of Han- 
over, aud his family claim that throne yet, 
though dispossessed in 1866 by Prussia. (5) 
Avuevustus, Duke of Sussex, married a subject 
in early life, and his marriagé was nullified 
and his children declared illegitimate. (6) 
Aborrnes, Duke of Cambridge, married also 
for the Crown in 1818, but the birth of Vic- 
TorRIA excluded his children. (7) Two other 
sons died unmarried, and of the six daugh- 
ters of Grorcez IIL three married, leaving 
no children, and three died unmarried, Of 
the fifteen children of Grondk III. but two 
left children; the Duke of Kent left Vro- 
ToRIA, who rules in England, and the Duke 
of Cumberland, who became King of Han- 
over. All the other marriages for the Crown 
proved failures. 

There has been a recent case of anticipated 
failure of succession to the Crown of Hol- 
land, and two Royal marriages with a view 
of securing the throne after the death of the 
present incumbert. The King of Holland, 
WILIA III., is now 63 years old. His 
wife, whom he had abused and outraged for 
years, died a year ago. He has two sons, 
imbecile in body and mind, and not likely to 
succeed. After the death of the Queen, the 
hopes of the Dutch people turned to Princes 
Henry, brother to the King, and finally, a 
year ago, he, at the age of 39, married the 
Princess Mary of Prussia, a maiden of 20 
years of age. The purpose was to secure a 
throne for their children. The old King, 
however, was not to be thus OVerreached, so, 
a month or more ago, he married a Princess 
of Nassau, aged 20, in order to have an heir, 
and thus cut off the anticipated transfer of 
the throne to his brother. Hardly had the 
King brought home his bride before Prince 
Henry died, leaving achildless widow. The 
King’s marriage, being solely induced by the 
design to defeat the succession of any heir 
by his brother, proves, therefore, to have 
been unnecessary, and the old brute may, 
and probably will, go back to his old repro- 
bate associates. In the meantime, he is 68 
years old, and, if no children come of his 
marriage, the succession to the Crown will be 
as unsettled as if neither of these marriages 
had taken place. A sister of the King, who 
is married to the Prince of Saxe-Weimar. 
Eisenach, is also childless, The prospect, 
therefore, is that the Crown of Holland will 
pass to some distantly-related member of 
the family, unless, indeed, the recent mar- 
riage of the King shouid result in direct heirs. 


Chief-Justice Epwarp G. Rran, of the Su- 
preme Court, has been nominated by the Dem- 
ocratic members of the Wisconsin Legislature 
as their candidate for United States Senator. 
He is about 70 years of age, and 18 untversally 
recognized as one of the ablest men in his pro- 
fession in the Northwest. Before his appoint- 
ment as Chief Justice. he practiced law in Mil- 
waukee, and there was hardly an important 
case tried iu Wisconsin for a quarter of a cen- 
E2 in which Judge Rran’s name did not figure 

one of the leading counsel. The two cases 
that have become historical in which RYAN ap- 
peared in behalf of the People were the im- 
peachment trial of the late Levi HUBBELL, a 
Judge of the Circuit Court, and the famous 
trial that resulted in the ousting of WILLIAM 
A. Barstow from the oifice of Governor 
of the State, that he was trying to 
usurp. RYAN was first appointed Chief

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INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


An interesting Talk with Gen. J. 
H. Hammond. 


Secretary Schurz’s Method of Re- 
forming the Indian 
Bureau. 


Way off Appointing Agen‘s---The Part 
Allotted to Religious 
Societies. 


The General’s Ideas About Turning the 
Indians Over to the War 
Department. 


The Frauds of Dr. Livingstone and Oth- 
ers—-The Mass of Evidence 
Against Them. 


Gen. J. H. Hammond, Inspector of Indian 
Affairs, returned from Washington during the 
past week to his home in this city. In view of 
the present unusual interest taken in the In- 
dian question,—owive to the public attention 
having been drawn thereto by the Sheridaan- 
Schurz controversy, the discovery of frauds at 
the Crow-Creck Agency, and the numerous in- 
dictments resulting therefrom, and latterly the 
Cheyenne row at Fort Robinson,—a reporter for 
Tae TRisuNE, who met the General yesterday, 
asked the privilege of an interview on the gen- 
eral subject of the Government’s relationg to 
the redekſus, —au interview which should be 
wide inits range and thorough in its sweep, 
and out of which the public could gather 
some definite and digested ideas on 
this particular subject, so industriously written 
upon, but, as a rule, so little generally under- 
stood. The General conseuted, alter some little 
urging on the part of the reporter, but stipulated 
that he should not be interviewed upon any- 
thing connected with the subject that michbt re- 
late to the office and what was strictly depart- 
ment business. Having obtaived this much, and 
having, as it were, paved the way, the reporter 
lost no time in sailing in. 

Do vou know, Gen. Hammond,“ said he, as 
a starter, how Secretary Schurz came to un- 
dertake 

THE REFORM OF THE ABUSES 
so long alleged to have characterized the ad- 
ministration of ludian affairs in the United 


States?” 

Very soon after Mr. Schurz became Secre- 
tary of the Interior,“ replied the General, “he 
took steps to make himself familiar with the 
methods by which immense quantities of lana 
were acquired, either by perversion or in direct 
violation of law; also to ascertain what method, 
if any, could be devised by which he might pre- 
vent the destruction of timber on the public do- 
main. This, and the frauds by Indian Agents, 
contractors, aud others, which has caused 60 
many indian wars and the loss of so mavy Valu- 
able lives, were the abuses which appealed to 
him for immediate attention.” 

‘* What steps did he take to attain these ends!“ 

‘His steps as to the lands and timber, are al- 
ready public property, As to Indian affairs, in 
the month of June, ls77, he established a Com- 
mission, consisting of Joseph McCanpbon, of the 
Attorney-General’s office, Maj. George Lock- 
wood, Chief Clerk of the Department of the In- 
terior, and Maj. Berry, U. S. A., with Mr. Hau- 
na, of the Indian Bureau, as reportc?. This 
Commission was forthe purpose of investigating 
the leged frauds in the Indian Bu- 
reau with a view to determine 
whether injustice had been done, or whether 
real abuses existed which it would be bis duty 
to punish and prevent.“ 

How did the Commission go to work, and 
with 

WHAT RESULTS?”’ 

„The Commission examined persons and pa- 
pers during the term of over three months, iu 
Washington, in Käusas, aud ip the Indian Terri- 
tory. Ihe bad wituesses trom every portion 
of the Indian country, and from all 
grades of official rank. They also ex- 
ammel the clerks of the Indlan Bu- 
reau andthe Department of the Interior, and 
examined the books and papers, returns, 
blanks, and methods in use by the Agents, 
Superintendents, and. Inspectors, as well as the 
Bureau itself. The examination and report made 
were of the most exhaustive character, and 
showed conclusively not only the necessity for 
such a Commission and such an investigation, 
but for the prevention and punishment of the 
irauds perpetrated under previous adiministra- 
tions.”’ 

“What steps were taken to obtain these 
ends?”’ 

‘The blanks to be used in making up ac- 
counts, and the methods of making returns, 
also the Vouchers for property and money, were 
immediately changed, and the experience gained 
by and before the Commission was made use of 
in new. papers ip order to prevent the continu- 
ance of the robberies so long practiced, and 
which have brought disgrace, not only on the 
Department, Dut on the country.” 

“DID MR. SCHURZ SEEM TO UNDERSTAND THAT 
ABUSES REALLY EXISTED?’’ 

‘4Most assuredly he did, and not only took 
steps to prevent what I have already indicated, 
but forced the retirement of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, and discharged the Chief 
Clerk. He then obtained the appointment of 
President for E. A. Hayt, the present Indian 
Commissioner, who had been driven from the 
Board of indian Commissioners, commonly 
called the ‘Peace Commission,’ because of bis 
opposition tothe crooked methods by which 
men, with strict economy, saved immense sums 
of money annually on very smal! salaries.”’ 

„Did ne confine his charges to the higher 
officers, or did he interfere with tae rank apa 
file also!“ : 

All the clerks who were shown, either by 
the investigation already mentioned or by the 
experience ana observation of the new Com- 
missioner, to be implicated in the previous 
frauds, or in any way aiding or abetting fraud- 
vient claims, were discharged, and the most 
obnoxious claim-ageuts were deprived of access 
to the olle.“ 

„id this interference on the part of Secre- 
tary Schurz and the new Commissioner have 
anything todo with the sudden activity dis- 
played in urging the transfer of the Indian 
Bureau to the War Department!“ 

„ That trausier is an old scheme, frequently 
urged before, and in good faith by 
many persons who believe that it 
is impossible to correct abuses well 
known to exist with anything less than the 
strong arm of mjtary power. Undoubtedly 
red a great accession, both 
of strength and activity, from tae men whose 
schemes were interfered with, and woo desired 
to be revenged by depriving Mr. Schurz of 80 
large a share of bis department. end Mr. Hayt 
of his office, as well as a very large class who 
fear investigation and punishment. Men acting 
from these combined motives, added to those 
who are acting in good faith, have given the 
movement an advanced position which it never 
before occupied.“ 

„What is your own opinion of the propriety 
of such transfer?” 

I don’t occupy extreme ground on either 
side. a 
“WAVE YOU ANY PLAN WITH REFERENCE TO 

THE TRANSFER“ 

“ Yes, I have. I believe that the efficiency of 
the army would be scriously interfered with, if 
officers and men were diyerted from their 
proper purpose, and placed in possession of In- 
diaiis who have been settled quietly for many 
year$ past on the agencies, and are engaged in 
agriculture, stock-raising, or lumbering. The 
number of such Indians and such agencies is 
very much larger than the people of the United 
Staies know of, and has been lost sight of in 

general discussion of the question. 
is contrary’ to the inclinations and 
habits, and in conflict with the ed- 
ucation of officers and soldiers, to make 
them the overseers on agencies where the 
Indians are engaged in peaceable pursuits. On 
the other band, it must oe evident that, ona 
number of agencies and among a large number 
ot Indians, the presence of troops is absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of peace, and the 
security of life and property.” 

“You seem to divide the agencies and In- 
dians into two classes“ 

“Yes, ldo. The serious fault in the present 
controversy, and one of the ditliculties to be met 
with in dealing with the indian question in the 
United States, is that the Indians are all treated 
alike by tbe laws, without reference to their 
actual temper and physical condition. I hold it 
to be self-evident that, wherever the presence 
of troops is required among the Indians, 
or at an agency, from fear of 
violence, or because the location makes it a base 
for hostile supplies, such Indians, aud such 
agency, prima facie, should be under the con- 
trol of the War Department. My plan is to 
leave those Indians who are and have been for 
vears peaceable, and from whom no danger can 
be feared, in tae hands of the civil department 


of the Government and the religious bodies who 
are assisting the department in their educa‘ion 
and religious teaching, but to turn over the 
warlike Indians and agencies to the War De- 
partment, which must be called in whenever 
there is either danger or actual outbreak. 

„Would placing an armv officer in charge of 
such Agencies anewer the same surpose !“ 

„No. I don't believe in a divided responsi- 
bility. If au army officer is placed in charge of 
an Agency he should report to his own depart- 
ment. Then there is no room for discussion as 
to who is responsible for any trouble that may 
occur.“ 

““WHAT WAS YOUR DUTY IN THE INDIAN BU- 
rau?“ 


I had to select locations for the Red Cloud 
and Spotted Tail divisions of the Dakota In- 
dians, commonly called Sioux Indians, who, by 
an act of the preceding Congress, were con- 
pelled to receive their suvpiies for the ensuing 
year ata point on the Missouri River; also, to 
inspect and report on the condition of the dif- 
ferent Agencics in the Territory of Dakota and 
State of Nebraska.”’ 

Did these investigations lead to the discuv- 
eries at Crow Creck, Lower Brule, Cheyenne 
River, Standing Rock, and other Dakota Agen- 
cles? 7 

The investigation by the Commission in 
Washington, supplemented by my examina- 
tion, under instructions from the — 
of the Interior, brought those frauds to licht.“ 

“Have they been as extensive as the public 
has been led to believe?’ 

If you mean as published py the metropoli- 
tan press of this and other cities, I would say 
yes; and, as far as mv experience goes, all has 
not been told. In fact, these statements by the 
press have been fully vindicated by the 
action of the Grund Juries at Yankton 
and Rapid City in the Black HIlls. At 
those two points, a large number of indictments 
have been found, each indictment covering an 
immense number of counts and embracing all 
that was published in Toe Trisuns aud other 
papers of this and other cities.”’ 

* ** Have vou found any disposition on the part 
of the press to sustain the ring men?” 

No, most decidedly not. I have found, on 
the contrary, that the effort to reform the 
abuses so Jongcomplained of has been thorough- 
ly sustained and backed-up by the press of the 
country. The exceptious are hardly worth 
mentioning, and are confined to local subsi- 
dized papers, without circulation or influence.”’ 

Have the people of the Territory shown a 
disposition to stand by those detected in fraud 
at the different Agencies?’ 

No, they have not. These men have been 
sustained only by their immediate friends, and 
by those interested with them.“ 

Has not an attempt been made to show 
that the efforts to punish the offending Agents 
is an attack on the Church, and on the system 
of appointment of Agents by religious bodies?” 

Les: strong efforts have$been made in all 
parts of the Uni States to create a belief 
that the attempt t punish the Indian Agents 
who had been recommended by religious bodies 
is 

AN ATTACK ON THE CHURCH ITSELF. 

Is there anv foundation for such a belief!“ 

Most assuredly not. It is simply the raising 
of a side issue—I might say a side-show—in 
order to distract attention, and prevent a trial 
of the real questions involved. It is the em- 
ployes who have committed the crimes and not 
the Church,—not the religious bodies. These 
men understand well that it they can drag the 
members of the respective churches into the 
controversy, in the excitement of the moment 
they will commit many good men to their side 
of the question.“ 

Vo you think any success has attended their 
efforts?“ 

I believe but little. Many have been blind- 
ed tor the moment, and have lent their infiu- 
ence to the support of the accused under the 
plea that they were injured men. But lam 
satisfied that, when the case is understood and 
the men fairly tried by ajurv of their country- 
men, the religious bodies of the country will 
hasten to purge themselves not only of the men 
who have brought disgrace on their official po- 
sition, but who are themselves a reproach to the 
religious bodics who are so unfortunate ag to 
have been incumbered by them.“ 

Do understand you, then, to say that you 
believe the church people have been entirely 
honest in their recommendations!“ 

“Certainly I do. belicve that bad men 
would just as soon undertake to ‘put up a job’ 
on a religious society as a commercial or politi- 
ical association, and 1 do not blame the Church 
any more than any other society for being im- 
posed on.“ 

Do vou believe that the management by the 
relizious societies of the country and the Board 
of Indian Commissioncrs is an improvement on 
the old plan of appointment!“ 

es, I do—a ver great improvement.“ 

ov eis it done!“ 

„Each religious society has a certain number 
of Agencies in charge to which they nominate 
Agents through the Commission, whose office fs 
in the City of New York. These nominations 
are made on the recommendations of leading 
and active members of the respective churches, 
and are acted upon first by the Commission in 
New York, and then bythe Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs under the approval and direction 
of the Secretary of the Interior.” 

„Does the nomination by the churches bind 
the Commissioner and Secretary?’’ 

„No. Thev are not bound by it, but, unless 
some very excellent reason exists to the con- 
trary, the Church nomination is respected and 
made final. If accepted, the name is sent to 
the Senate in the usual manner. The appoint- 
ment of an Agent is forfour years, unless sooner 
removed, and the employes at an Agency are 
usually, though not always, appointed on the 
recommendation of the Agent, who appoints 
and rejects them on his monthly roll of em 
ploves.”’ 

Has there been any change in the powers of 
Agents since Secretary Schurz came into 
otfice?”’ 

No change in the powers, but 

THEIR ACCOUNTABILITY 
is very much more Strictly enforced, and Mr. 
Schurz and the Indian Coummissioner reserve to 
themselves the right, which has been dormant, 
of removing obnoxious or criminal employes on 
Agencies, and of replacing them by men of 
their own selection.“ 

Does Mr. Schurz act on the nominations of 
the churches?” 

„He does, and, as I have already said, uuless 
some very excellent reason exists to the con- 
trary, he respects them.“ 

o I understand you, then, that he approves 
of the management bv the Board of Indiana Com- 
missiouers and the Church societies?” 

He toes, and sustains them.“ 

“When will the persons indicted for these 
Crow Cice< Agency frauds be brought to 
trial?“ 

‘They are all bound over to appear at the 
next term of court in their respective districts. 
That at Yankton, [ am informed, wili be held 
in March. Tue term of court in the Black Hills 
depends on the action of the Legislature, which, 
at the present session, is expected to change 
the place of holding court, which will of cuurse 
determine the time when the Court sits and the 
trials will take place.”’ 

* Will these trials be before the Territorial or 
United States Courts!” 

Before the United States Court District 
Judges.“ 

‘* Who are the District Attorne vs?“ 

There is but one for the three districts,— 
the Hon. Hugh Campbell, formerly of Iowa, 
but since tue War, and prior to his appointment, 
of Louisiana.“ 

Is he a man of ability and one who can be 
depended upon to push these cases?“ 

He is a man oi very decided ability and firm- 
ness of character, and I have no doubt he will 
push the casec to the full extent of his power.“ 

Have there not been some cases which are 
barred criminally by 

THB STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS?” 

„Les, an immense number, which, of course, 
have not been made the subject of indict- 
ments.“ 

„How will these offenses be reached?” 

“By the civil suits which will be brought 
against the different offenders and their bonds- 
meu. These will develop the proofs and show 
the offenses, although, not being criminal suits, 
the punishment must be in the recovery 
of the mosey of which the Government 
has deen defrauded. But the nature 
avd character of the different crimes 
and offenses will be shown even more cleariy by 
these civil suits than by criminal processes, be- 
cause in a suit for money a very large amount 
of testimony will be admissible, to which a man 
tried criminally might object.“ 

„ Will these civil suits be pressed in the inter- 
est of the Government“ 

‘+ Most assuredly they will. Mr. Schurz and 
the Commissioner of indian Affairs are both 
honest and earnest in their intentions and en- 
deavors not only to prevent fraud, but to protect 
the rights of the Government and the Indians 
by recovering the muneys of which they have 
been respectively detrauded.“ 

Wich one of the Gifferent Agents (there be- 
ing a large number of them) has the greatest 
number of indictments against him ““ 

‘AGENT LIVINGSTON, 
of the Crow Creek Agency, Dakota.” 

% How many are there against him!“ 

„I have no official information of the exact 
number, but letters from Yankton inform me 
that twelve indictments and 200 counts are m- 
cluded in the bilis found against him.”’ 

„Do you include in the counts the civil suits 
to which you refer?”’ 

„No. Ido not. I mean the criminal counts. 
The civil suits are a different matter entirely, 
and the numberof them I bave no means of 
knowing, as, When my returns are made to the 
Government, I occupy @ no more prominent 
place than avy other witness.” 


“You have heard, I suppose, General, of Ge 


| effort which Dr, Livingston bas made to 
additional notoriety by commencing libel suits?” 

“Yes, I have heard of it, but I have never re- 
garded it seriousiy, bacause, if suits are to be 
brought for libel on account of publications with 
reference to the alleged f ted at 
Indian Agencies, almost the entire press of the 
country would have to be sued. Besides that, 
these publications have been copied into the 
leading papers of Europe. Furthermore, in- 

ments have been found against all the 
sons involved, who are thus exposed, by 
rand Juries composed of their Own neighbors, 
in spite of the most strenuous exertions and 
the bringing of every possible local influence to 
manufacture and bias public opinion in the 
localities where these juries met.” 

“ Have you visited any Indians lately?” 

“Yes, I passed through Chicago on the 6th, 
en route to Washington direct from 

CAMP ROBINSON, 
Nebraska, and Pine Ridge Agency, Dakota, at 
which Agency the Indians are gathered who 
were formerly known as the Red-Cloud In- 
dians.”’ 

What called you out there!?“ 

„I was sent out there to look after the gen- 
eral interests of the Goveroment, and to assist 
in whatever measures might be necessary to 
hasten the building and provide winter supplies 
for the Indians located there.“ 

„At that time was evervthing peaceful?” 

* Kvervthing was very quiet When I was there, 
and the Indians were well disposed.” 

‘** What measures have been taken to supply 
them“ 

Fifty-six ox-teams aud 150 wagons driven 
by Indians and hauled by Indian ponies are em- 
ploved in transporting stable articles of food 
from the Missouri River and by the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad to Sidney. In addition to these 
all the means of transportation that can be 
hired in the country at reasonable price have 
been employed by contract to export both from 
Sidney and the old Agency at the mouth of the 
Yeilow Medicine Creek on the Missouri River.” 

Was it not very expensive to provide the 
large number of wagons you Mentioned which 
are used by the Indians?” 

„These wagons had to be supplied in accord- 
ance with the treatv and agreement with the 
Indians. They would nave been supplied next 
spring anyhow, and their —1— at this 
time not only fulfills the treaty obligation, but, 
in addition, enables the Indians to assist in 
providing themselves with food for the winter.” 

„Doesn't hauling at this time of the year 
entail a yvreat deal of suffering!“ 

„It does. The cold is fearful, and of course 
both the men and tbe animals suffer. It would 
have been better if these provisions could have 
been hauled during the summer, but they were 
not, aud there's no use to complain of what is 
past, and the Department ig using 
every exertion to keep the Indians 
supplied with what food they require. The 
public will be surprised to kpow that more than 
400,000 pounds of flour have been forwarded 
from Sidney alone by the Indians and contract 
transportation since the Ist of January, besides 
what has been hauled by 100 horse and fifty-six 
ox-teams from the Missouri River. Iu addition 
to this, about 8,000 bead of cattle were being 
received when I left the Agency, on the 12th of 
December.“ 

Lou have, of course, read the newspaper ac- 
counts of 

THE OUTBREAK 
at Camp Robinsov, and its results. Did you 
see the Cheyenne prisoners When you were 
there!“ 

„dia, and talked with most of them. 
There were 150, more or less, of whom between 
forty and fifty were men found at Camp Rob- 
inson, and eleven were Cheyenne prisoners 
captured and neid by the Ogallala band of 
Dakotas of the Pine Ridge Agency,—which 
eleven have since been turned over to the 
troops. These men had surreodered during che 
last week of October to Capt. Johnson and Col. 
Carlton on Chadron Creek, at Pierce & Jenkins’ 
ranche, about twenty miles east of Camp Rob- 
inson, These Cheyennes are about half of 
those who left their Agency in the Indian Terri- 
tory, and, after numerous murders and out- 
rages in Kansas and the southern parts of 
Nebraska, were fivally brought up iu the man- 
ner | have already described. The otber half 
have been lost sight of, and bave either con- 
eealed themselves among the Dakota Agencies 
or have scattered and pushed their way north to 
the British Possessions.”’ 

„What was the cause of these Indians leay- 
ing the Agency in the Indian Territory!“ 

On every Agency and in every white com- 
munity there are discontented men and women 
always complaining, ready to take offense, to 
find fault, and break out if occasion offers. 
These who left their Agency, and half of whom 
have been disposed of at Camp Robinson, nad 
no greater cause of complaint or for leaving the 
Indian Territory than the three or four thousand 
who remained behind. It is false that they left 
because they were suffering for food. if that 
had been the cause it would have been an 
outbreak of the entire tribe instead of this dis- 
contented fragment.”’ 

Is this ove of the Agencies that would have 
been benefited by the control of the military? 

have not visited that Agency, —the Cney- 
enne Agency in the Indian Territory. —but the 
evidence is all in favor of the control of the 
Cheyennes by the War Department. Then that 
Department would have been untrammeled by 
any connection with the Civil Department, and 
it would_have been at liberty to handle them in 
its own way, and there could have been no doubt 
about where the responsibility for the result be- 
longed.”

THE CAUSE OF THE OUTBREAK 
at Comp Robinson, and of the attempt to es- 
cape?’ 

„he American Indian, particularly the 
Northern tribes, are much more intelligent than 
any one gives them credit for. I have no doubt 
that when they ound themselves ordered South 
they thoroughly understood that they were to 
be dealt with by the authorities of 
the States in which they had com- 
mitted murders and outrages, and, while 
they ignored that, and expressed a determina- 
tion only with reference to returning to the Iu- 
dian Territory, they really understood that they 
were making an outbreak to escape punishment. 
When they did attempt to esvape, it was the 
duty of the troops, as it would have heen the 
duty of any other men guarding prisoners in any 
portion of the country, to kill or capture those 
who were endeavoring to escape. It is to be de- 
plored that any women or children should have 
been killed or wounded, but the fact is that a 
boy of 12 or 14 years of age is just as dangerous 
and fights just as bard as a man of 30. 
and the women are physically stronger 
than e men, and quite as ready to 
use a weapon. The troops know full well 
bow much odium thev incur by being compelled 
to killin a case like this, and I bave no doubt 
thev only did it when forced by dire necessity. 
In a flight and pursuit at nicht, in the dark, the 
killing of women aud chilaren could not be 
avoided.”’ 

‘* Where do you suppose, General, the Indians 
obtained \ 

THEIR ARMS AND AMMUNITION !“ 

„think they had some pistols and cartridges 
concealed about their persons, which escaped 
the search when they were disarmed. 1 think 
that some pistols and ammunition were convey- 
ed to them by the Indian visitors from the Dako- 
ta Agency. But, after they once got out, 
I am _ satisfied that they knew just 
where to look for a ‘cache’—or buried 
magazine—of arms and ammunition provided in 
advance by their Dakota friends and relatives. 
The ravine aod canon to which they directed 
their flight was peculiarly adapted for that pur- 
pose, and for the subsequeut obstinate defense 
which they made.“ : 

‘* How do the Cheyennes compare, personal- 
ly, with the Dakotas, whoare said to be such 
excellent soldiers t“ 

* ‘There is very little difference to be noticed. 
While there is a great variety iu size and build, 
as well as in the shade of color, both the Chey- 
ennes and Dakotas will average rather larger than 
white men, and botn have proved their bravery in 
hundreds of well-contested fights. There is no 
question about the bravery of our American In- 
diaus, and I may as well, while the opportunity 
offers, put in a plea for the using of these In- 
dians as auxiliaries. I can see no reason why 
we should not utilize them, and employ their 
pluck and energy against each other, instead of 
directing them against ourselves.“ 

gut can you depend upon them as soldiers!“ 

Mes. They have been tried, not only in the late 
war, but frequently, by Gen. Crookjaud Gen. 
Terry as scouts and assistants. They make 
excellent scouts, good soldiers, and are 
faithinl to the uniform which they 
wear,— and they are particularly fond 
of that same uniform. The only trouble is tnat 
they all want to be Sergeants. As long as they 
are under officers whom they respect, and as 
long as they wear the uniform and carry the 
arms of the United States, they will fight any- 
body and everybody against whom they may be 
directed. Whatever our theories and our ob- 


servations-inay be with reference to their treach- 
ery and cruelty, the experience of the officers 
who have employed them as scouts and soldiers 
is very favorable to their still further and more 
extensive employment.”’

Pinkerton Repudiates Them. 

An article appeared in the Detroit Free Press 
of the 17th inst. narrating the circumstance of 
the arrest, by Detective Stradler, of that city, of 
three mev, known by the police as James An- 
derson, William Johnston, and James II. Rob- 
inson, Who were believed to be prowling about 
Detroit for no good purpose, although they had 
been discovered in no definite act of cusseduess. 
They were, however, known to Detective Strad- 
ler and Superintendent Rogers as professional 
burglars and pickpockets. They agreed to leave 
the city, and accordingly they were photo- 
graphed and set at liberty. They claimed 
to have very little money with them, and they 
petitioned that they be allowed twenty-four 
hours to get out of townin. This was eranted. 
Subsequently; they inveigled a Free Press re- 
15 to their room in the . hotel, where they 

ad been stopping since Vee. 28, and showed 
him a package of documents to prove to him 
that they were genuine detectives. The docu- 
ments consisted of a letter of commission, with 
letters of instruction, all —— the heading 
of the Pinkerton Detective Agency of Chicago, 
and all dated within the past month. There 
were also two letters of introduction from 
the Turtle Detective Agency of this 
city, and a detaiied* statement of 
a stock of goods which nad been spirited awav 
from St. Louis. The fellows claimed to be in 
search of the parties who stole them. When 
asked by the reporter why they did not inform 
the police of these facts, they replied that they 
had spotted them, and thelr usefulness was 
spoiled. They said they would have to return 
to Chicago, and tbree more detectives would 
have to be sent to“ work up the case.“ The 
fellows succeeded in working up quite a m- 
pathy among other people to whom they told 
their story. 

A TRIBUNE reporter went over to Pinkerton’s 
Agency last evening, and found Mr. William 
Pinkerton, to whom he showed the article 
clipped from the Free /ress. After reading it 
over carefully, Mr. Pinkerton exclaimed, ‘* ‘They 
are frauds.”” He said the three men were prob- 
ably a regularly-organized band of pickpockets, 
and they had adopted this method to work their 
game successfully. 
in which they could get hold of any of the agen- 
cv’s letter-heads, he said, and the agency knew 
nothing about them. 

Mr. Pinkerton then went out into the main 
office and dictated to one of his clerks a letter 
to Superintendent Rogers, of Detroit, calling 
attention to the facts above related, telling him 
the parties were frauds, and requesting him to 
send hum copies of their photographs.

Teaching of Drill in Colleges— The Pro- 
posed New Tariff—Silk-Manulacture—Fear- 
ful Destitution. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Ottawa, Jan. 18.—Mr. Masson, Minister of 
Militia, bas under consideration a proposition to 
permit arms to be furnished for the teaching of 
drill in the colleges of Canada. He has samples 
of arms which are used in the Freuch superior 
schools as a means of teaching military drill. 
These arms are not fit for actaai military use, 
though capable of being fired without danger. 
But, if the scheme is entertained, it is not im- 
probable that arms of more value and practical 
use will be employed. 

Dr. Young, late of the Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington, is employed in the Department of 
Finance in prepariog tariff statistics. The Min- 
ister of Finance avails himself to a liberal ex- 
tent of his services. 

The deputations from the Manufacturers 
Associations of Ontario, Quebec, and the 
Maritime Provinces hold daily interviews with 
the Hon. Mr. Tilley in convection with the fram- 
ing of the new tariff,—other members of the 
Government being present. Notwithstanding 
the secrecy toacertain extent observed by the 
delegates ss to the nature of their precise 
demands, it is believed that, with a 
few exceptions, a general rise of 35 per cent is 
requested on the 1744 per cent list; from 5 to 15 
or 20 per ceut is to be imposed on ropes and 
cordage; on leather, 35 per cent; on silk, 35 per 
cent; on furniture, 25 to 30 per cent; on boots, 
shoes, and sadlery, 35 per cent; on agricultural 
implements, 25 per cent; on other machinery, 
35 per cent; on woolens, 50 to 75 per cent; on 
wool, 25 to35 per cent; ov cotton, 35 to 50 per 
cent; on flannels and blankets, 50 to 75 per cent. 
It is stated that the general policy of the 
Government will de to tax such articles heavily 
as are imported extensively from the United 
States, and favor those imported from England. 
Coal js to be removed iroin the free ist, and 
subjected to a duty of 1744 percent. Indian 
corn ig to be taxed at 10 per vent; flour and 
wheat at from 15 to 20 per cent. Salt will also 
be taxed to a trifling extent. The duty on 
spirits is to be largely increased, and on the 
finer brands of tovacco and cigars, while the 
coarser brands, which permit of manufacturing, 
will be admitted almost cuty-free. The sugar 
aud tea industries have not yet been cousidered 
detinitely. 

Mr. A. J. Corriveau, of Montreal, is here, and 
bad an interview with members of the Govern- 
ment, and exhibited specimens of Cauadian- 
manufactured goods, manufactured by his firm, 
and the first of the kind made in Canaaa. ihe 
goods were contrasted witb Lyons silks, and 
successfully passed the examination. Mr. Cor- 
riveau informed the Government that, if the 
present tariff of 17, per cent were increased to 
35 per cent, his firm would not only permanent- 
ly embark in business, but would immediately 
build a factory with 100 iooms, manufacturing 
on an average 800 yards of silk per day, aud 
giving employment to 250 or 300 hands. 

Mr. De Cosmos, M. P. for British Columbia, 
is here, awaiting the opening of Parliament. 
He says that before he left Victoria a petition 
was io circulation there, asking the Dominion 
Government to take mgusures to prolibit 
Chinese immigration. This petition hus not 
yet arrived here, but will probably be presented 
to the House shortly after the opeuing. 

Several receptions and theatrical entertain- 
ments Will be given at Rideau Hall this winter.

Saturday and irregular. Provisions were ex- 
cited and much stronger, the chief excitement 
being in pork.

PRACTICAL WOMAN’S RIGHTS. 
Springfield ‘Mass.) Republican, 

In Bridgewater, Vt., resides a woman who has 
for years put in practical application the doc- 
trine of “‘woman’s rights,” as least so much of 
it as asserts a woman’s right to get a living in 
any way she shall chose, and to wear the dress 
most suitable to her work. We commend her 
etory to the Woman’s Journal. Mre. Minor owns 
three farms, two of which she has purchased 
from the profits of the tirst one, and which she 
carries on precisely as her husband did in his 
lifetime, when he was the head and she assisted 
uim in the work. She has two or three hired 
men, but she takes entire charge of the work, 
buving and selling cattle, marketing produce, 
driving cattle to market, and directing opera 
tions generally. She also does ber share of 
the heavy work, frequently plowing all 
day in the spring, riding a mowing- 
machine in summer, pitching on hay, and even 
occasionally shearing sheep with the hauds. All 
this she does as well as aman, and to accom- 
plish it she wears a “* bloomer ” costume, con- 
sisting usually of a loose jacket reaching just 
above toe kuees,a pair of pantaloons of the 
same material, cut like a man’s, except that 
there is a spring at the bottom, and a pair 
of men’s boots, the legs of which are concealed 
by the pantaloons. Her summer working-suits 
are usually made of calico, and she wears a 
costume of this pattern everywhere, to mill 
When very young she mar- 
ried, and her husband died, leaving her three 
daughters. She then adopted the ‘‘ bloomer ” 
costume, and became a practicing “‘ cold-water 
doctor.“ In her practice she met Mr. Minor 
(short i and accent on the last syllable), a French 
farm-hand, who could neither read por write, 
and marriea him. His employer sold them the 
farm on trust, which they worked and paid 
lor, and from which they made enough to pur- 
chase two adjoining farms. One child was born 
to them, a daughter. Herown children became 
very fond of Minor, and taught him to read and 
write. Before bis deatb, which occurred about 
two vears ago, he became a good man of busi- 
ness, and be and his wife were highly esteemed 
as good neighbors and citizens. All her daugh- 
ters are well educated and good musicians, two 
of them well married, one toa teacher whom 
she assists in her profession, and a third is soon 
to marry a New York gentleman. Aside from 
her costume, the only peculiarity the mother 
Das ever exhibited was in, dressing her daugh- 
ters like boys, and working them as such until 
they were old enough to rebel. Sbe is a woman 
of good education and judgment, and is con- 
sulted by farmers on matters of business, as 
well as cailed on for neighborly kindnesses in 
cases of sickness. She is now about 52 years 
old, and is worth about $25,000, but works as 
hard as ever.

Continuation of the Testimony 
of the Scout, Girard. 


which Goes to Make Out a Worse 
Case for Reno. 


fe Heard the Firing During Ouster’s 
Fight with the Indians, 


The Reno investigation was resumed at the 
usual hour yesterday morning in Room 229 
Paimer House. After the official stenographer 
haa gone through the usual morning reading of 
the testimony, and Lieut. Wallace had correet- 
ed, explained, and amplified his evidence in 
gome minor particulars, the interpreter, F. F. 
Girard, was again put on the stand and his ex- 
amination continued by Lieut. Lee. He could 
not tell how many shots were fired before Reno’s 
command came toa halt and deployed. When 

command deployed, the Indians were to the 
front and left of the skirmish-line, the first In- 
dian at a distance of 500 or 1,000 yards. He did 
not see the line make any advance. Whatever 
move was made must have taken place while he 
was in the timber with Reynolds, for be noticed, 
on coming out, that the line had swung as if on 
a pivot. 

THE INDIAN VILLAGE 

was a mile anda half or two miles from the 
line, down-the left bank of the Little Big Horn. 
Toe command did not remain oa the skirmish- 
line over ten minutes before it swung around. 
Witness was asked to describe the timber where 
the night of the line Was drawn up, and did so 
at some length, giving distances. The com- 
mand did not stay in the timber, after leaving 
the skirmish-line, over ten minutes, aud went 
off iu a diagonal direction towards the river. 


_ The troops in the timber seemed anxious to get 


out. Every man was for himself, and there was 
pothing like order. or a concerted movement. 


After he heard the order To horse,“ the men 


withdrew from the line, got their horses, and an 
officer told him they were going to charge. 
Witness and Reynolds were in the timber, and 


concluded that the orders weren’t intended for 
them, that the troops would return after the 
charge, and that they needn’t bother themselves 
to join them, as they would be in the way. 
While in the timber he saw De Rudio and a 
scout named Jackson. He pulled out his 
watch—a good timekeeper—and it was 1 
o'clock.) When they left the woods it was twi- 
light, and the watch indicated that it was 9 
Oclock. The command, while in the timber, 
was iu a sheltered position, so that thev could 
joad and fire under shelter. Witness heard 
firing, while in the timber, to the left of the 
village. De Rudio slapped his hand on his 
thivh, and said, very excitedly: “By ——, 

THERE'S CUSTER; LETS GO AND JOIN uin.“ 
Witness, however, told him to wait; that there 
would be time enough for that. Witness heard 
continuous firing all the way down the banks to 
the place known as Custer’s battie-field. At 
first the shots were scattering, and then in vol- 
levs. When they went down afterwards to 

bury the soldiers they found a gray horse, 
wounded, on the lett bank of the river, at a 
ford further down the stream than the point 
„B.“ The general firing, on what was known 
as Custer’s battle-field, lasted about two hours, 
and indicated a geveralengagement. After leav- 
ing the timber, witness rejoined Reno’s command 
about 11:30 the night of the 26th. Immediately 
after leaving the timber, however, on the 25th, 
witness crossed the river at the point where Keno 
bad crossed, aud saw the moving Indian village. 
lie estimates their fighting men at between 
2,500 and 3,000. 

Witness described the downward course of 
the river, spoxe of the trails, the fords, etc., and 
otherwise showed his familiarity with the situa- 
tion. There were onty three fords,—where Reno 
crossed in his advance, where he crossed on his 
retreat to the hill, and where the gray horse 
was found. From tbe latter point, witness 
coula see where the lodges had been. A large 
— of the village was below the ford. The 
odges he first saw, while at the ford, were not 
quite tothe centre of the village. It was about ten 
or fiiteen minutes before Reno left the timber 
that witness last saw Custer’s column,.—at least 
he supposed it was Custer’s, for he kuev noth- 
ing oi the division into three battalions. The 


column appeafed to be moving very fast down 


found ont alterwards 
that it was actually Custer’s com- 
mand, because Reno and Benteen joined 
on the hill, and, knowing where the firing 
lurther down had taken place, he was satistied 
that it was between the Indians and Custer, 
since the latter’s column was the only one that 
could have been there. When on the little 
knoll, referred toin Friday’s testimony, the 
Afterwards 
there were comparatively few, and witness con- 
cluded they had discovered Custer, and had prob- 
ably moved down in the direction of the point 
„B' with the design of 
CUTTING OFF CUSTER 

before he could reach their village. The large 
portion of the Indians, in other words, aban- 
doned Reno aud went down to intercept Custer. 
Iudlaus would choose a prairie or plain, and not 
a timber, as a point of attack. In response toa 
question from Lieut. Lee as to how long 100 
men, with 6,000 rounds of ammunition, could 
have protected themscives against the hostile 
village, witness said he thought they could have 
held out agaiost quite a number of Indians as 
long as their provisions and ammunition lasted. 

Mr. Gilbert asked Lieut. Lee, who had gone 
on the bypothbesis that there were 6,000 rounds, 
if he wouldn’t be kind enough to ask the ques- 
tion on the basis of tlie number of rounds 
which the testimony had shown the men to have 
actualiy possessed. 

Lieut. Lee said Mr. Gilbert could do that at 
the proper time. He had no objection to asking 
witness about his knowledge in regard to the 
ammunition. Witness, in reply to a question 
of that character, said he didn’t know how 
much there was. He knew he had fired thir- 
teen shots in the five or ten minutes, and 
thought there were fully as much as thirty or 
forty rounds fired per man to the number of 
men engaged. Continuing, witness said he 
afterwards saw two dead bodies to the left and 
southwest of the village, which he couldn’t 
identify, as well as several dead horses, braud- 
ed U. S.,“ to the left of the village, but fur- 
therup and nearer to the river bank. The 
point where he found Custer’s body was be- 
tween one-half and three-quarters of a mile 
from the fo d where the gray horse was found. 
There were a few dead bodies, two or three, 
scattered around over the space between the point 
where he found Cugter’s body and the ford,— 
perhaps one-third of the wav from the point 
3 Custer’s body was found, going to the

Lieut. Lee referred to witness’ testimony 
Friday, remarking that he bad testified that be 
saw Cook on the right bank of the river, at a 
little knoll near where Reno’s command crosscd, 
and that, when hereturned, Reno’s command had 
already crossed over and were moving Gown to 
the om Witness replied that he had 80 
testificgy and added that he believed be had 
said there was an Indian scout at the ford, 
Where Reno crossed, waiting for him.

THE REVENUE LAW. 


Amendments Proposed by the 
Mayors’ Convention. 


Explanation of Them by Corporation- 
Counsel Bonfield. 


Corporation-Counsel Bonfield yesterday made 
to a Journal reporter the following statement 
regarding the effect of the bills to amend the 
Revenue law, etc., prepared at the recent May- 


ors’ Convention: 

One objection will be urged, doubtless, by a 
certain class of legislators to the effect that the 
present revenue system is radically and inher- 
entiy wrong; that no modification of the pres- 
ent system will meet the requirements of tne 
public; and that the entire system itself must 
be changed. Persons boldive such views may 
be expected to oppose any amendments to the 
present law which seeks either temporary or 
permanent relief, and insist on the appointment 
vf a commission by the General Assembly to 
thoroughly examine our entire revenue system 
and report an exhaustive bill to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. A8 1 have anticipated the chief 
opposition from persons holding these views, it 
is but prover to state that it is very doubtful 
whether, in our State; the system generally 
adopted fur the collection of our taxes can be 
radically changed. To better our condition ma- 
terially it will be necessary to 

AMEND THE CONSTITUTION 


of the State so that the useless and expensive 
tormula of procuring a judgment for taxes can 
be dispensed with. This is the great radical 
difficulty in our tax system, and yet this ig re- 
quired by the Constftution itself. A great 
change for the better may be accomplished in 
the assessment and collection of taxes on per- 
sonal property in the State, and a lawin the 
future may be devised under which, by 3 
judicious system of licenses and by taxing the 
occupations, the present system may be im- 
proved, But these schemes, seeking to amend 
the Constitution so as to permit cities of a cer- 
tain class to levy and collect their own tax, 
under their own assessment, and without certi- 
fying the amount required to be raised to the 
County Clerk or any other genera) officer of the 
county, and also to amend the Constitution so 
that it should not be necessary, in order to sell 
property for adelinguent tax or special assees- 
ment, to first procure an order of judgment of 
some court of record, are always agitated shortly 
before the Legislature convenes, discussed by 
spasms during the session in the news- 
papers, in aiter-dinner speeches, at clubs, and 
on street corners, but have never yet resulted in 
accomplishing anything, or even in creating an 
organized attempt to accomplish the objecis 
discussed. The bills we have introduced and 
the passage of which we seek assume that the 
Constitution of the State will not be ended 
so as to permit any radical change in our reve- 
nue system. We have attempted only to make 
such changes under the Constitution as are nec- 
essary and will cure 
THE RADICAL DEFRCTs 


of our present Revenue law. Under any system, 
it is vecessary, in order to save hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in the collection of the 
revenue to the cities throughout the State, that 
the process for the assessment and collection of 
our taxes should be commenced in the year pre- 
ceding the year for which the corporate ex- 
penses of which the taxes were laid, instead of 
during the year itself, as at present. To this 
proposition every person in the State who will 
consider our revenue system will agree. We 
now commence the assessment and collection 
ot our taxes by placing the assessment-books in 
the hands of the Assessor on the Ist of May of 
the same year for which taxesare levied, and the 
year closes before any considerable amount of 
taxes is collected, even in cities where the fiscal 
year commences in April instead of Jan. 1, as 
with us. All the larger cities of the State have 
reached their constitutional limit of indebted- 
ness and cannot borrow money to reach their 
expenses; and so, operating on an empty Treas- 
ury and without the ability to borrow to pay 
corporate expenses, the Oniy resource left to en- 
able them to carry on the Government is to 
issue orders payable out of the taxes of the cur- 
rept year when collected. If the taxes of the 
current year are not collected within a reasona- 
ble time atter the orders were issued, of course 
the orders themselves, not bearing interest and 
the time within which taxes will be collected be- 
ing au uncertain quantity, the orders them- 
selves will be sold at a discount, and tue 
emount of discount will be in proportion|to the 
lcugth of time they are to run — to the uncer- 
tainty as to the time of the collection of taxes. 
Such cities being also compelled to make con- 
tracts for public improvements, to purchase 
supplies. and to meet other.current general ex- 
penses, Will be compelled to pay for all their 
supplies, purchases, and contract obligations in 
these revenue warrants. Bidders, as 
— the IN THIS CITY 


teaches, will charge them 15 to 20 per cent more 
fur their supplies and for contract work thao 
they would if bid in cash. When we consider 
the amount of money annually appropriated in 
Chicago alone for current corporate expenses 
we can form some idea of the amount of public 
funds which must be absolutelv wasted under 
the present tax stem of beginuing the yearly 
assessment in May of the current year, and be- 
ing unable to co 
for that year till November next—a period of 
nineteen months, This public money is abso- 
lutely thrown — There is no constitutional 
objection, there is no reason why taxes levied 
for anv year cannot be collected within 
six or eight months after the commencement of 
the year,and that without exploring any un- 
known territory, without treading upon danger- 
ous ground, without unsettling any of the de- 
cisions of our courte interpreting our revenue 
laws. It can be done simply, as provided in the 
bill, by commencing the assessment and coilec- 
tion of our taxes in the year preceding the year 
for which they are laid: There is another objec- 
tion, and the only one 1 have heard vet urged 
against the measure we bave proposed, and that 
is that under the present ‘aw personal propert 
is listed for taxation between May 1 and July 1, 
aud taxed as to quantity on hand on the Ist of 
May.

1 
have heard it urged that this will probably meet 
with opposition from country members, from 
the fact that in January the farmers have a 
larger stock of cattle, hogs, and farm products 
gencrally ou hand than on May I, and tbat con- 
sequentiy they will oppose tbe bill in order to 
avoid tue increased tax which au assessment in 
January would create. There is absolutely noth- 
ing in this objection. It makes no difference 
witb the farmer whether he is assessed on $1,000 
worth of property in January or $100 in May as 
tothe amount of tax which may be extended 
against him. If the proportions are uniform the 
quantity assessed cuts no figure. There is only 
so much revenue required to be raised in the 
county, town, or city, and as to the county, 
town, city, or other local tax, it makes no differ- 
ence whether the assessment is great or small. 
It the assessment is large, as might be in Janu- 
ary, the rate to make the required levy will be 
less; if the assessment is low, as it may 
be in May, the rate to meet the 
same levy would be greater. The objection is 
one that I bave beard frequently urged, but 
which will not bear analysis, except probably in 
case of the City of Chicago, where, under the 
limitation of the present law, it is impossible to 
make an unfair assessment. But this change of 
assessment of property, as of the January bre- 
ecding the mouthof May, is vital to the measure 
proposed. and must be made, because if the 
time of making the assessment is not advancea 
in the preceding yéar, then the taxes cannot be 
collected much soover than they are now. 
THE CHIEF FEATURES, 

then, of the 92 8 measure we have proposed 
arc: 

1. By giving Assessors charge of his books in 
May preceding the year for which he makes bis 
assessment; by fommeneing his assessment as 
to quantity and value of property on the Ist of 
January on the preceding year for which the 
assessment is made; and by changing the time 
fixed forthe meeting of the Town Board of 
Auditors, County Board, and State Board of 
Equalization, we can begin the collection of 
taxes by placing the warrants in the hands of 
the Collectors by Aug. 1 of the fiscal year for 
which the tax is levied.

2. By providing for interest at the rate of 1 
per cent a month on the taxes after the warrant 
is placed in the hands of the Collectors, to-wit: 
Aug. I. and by including a penalty of 5 per cent 
of the amount of taxes of the judgmept of the 
property that 12 delinquent when judg- 


ment is prayed for at the October term of the 
County Court, we insure the payment of all the 
tax except taxes levied on property by mistake 
which is not subject to taxes, or on property 
held by perso#s who are unable to pay for 
We can thus assume that the aggregate 
ot the year will be collected before Nov. 1. 
and previous to judgmeut. 

3. We dispense with the delinquent list pub- 
lished in the newspapers and used in the apoli- 
cation for judgment, aod substituting therefor 
a notice giving simply a short description of the 
warrant under which tbe apvilication is made, 
taking about half a column of a newspaper in- 
stead of from fifty to pages, as in some 
counties at pent. * inasmuch as a potice, 


Including a destription of the property for sale 
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sale shall be published in some newspaper 
of the county, giving a description of the land, 
the amount of the tax. and the year or vears for 
which it is due, as vow. We claim that this 
change will save $175,000 in Cook County alone, 
and a large amount of mopeyin every county 
of the State. | 

4. The bill dispenses with the books now 
used in the process of assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes, with the exception of two. The 
number now used is eight. It is claimed by 
some that this cannot be done, but the Commit 
tee is able to demonstrate that it can be, and if 
80, why, in the name of all that is reasonabie, 
should it not be Jone? I am satisfied that the 
Assessor’s books, by being properly ruled and 
with proper columns without material enlarge- 
ment, can be — —— in the entire process of 
assessing and collecting taxes till immediately 
2 the application for judgment; that 

he book on whichjjudement is prayed for will 
subserve all the su uent pur s required 
under the law, and that the Collector's books, 
delinquent list, and other books now used, with

From the report we have now published of 
the Committee, together with what 1 have 
stated above, the features and purposes of the 
revenue bills drawn and recommended to the 
Legislature by the Mayors’ Convention are, 1 
think, clearly explained. 


.  ‘(THYRA’S NUPTIALS. 


Marriage Bells in Copenhagen, and Joy in 
All Denmark—Imposing Ceremonies in the 
Little Church at Christiansborg Castle. 

Dispatch to Londen Times, 

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 22,—For the celebration 
of the marriage between his Roval Highness 
Duke Ernest Augustus of Cumberland and of 
Brunswick-Luneburg and her Royal Highness 
Princess Thyra of Denmark the shortest day of 
the year bad been chosen; but it was as fine a 
winter day as could reasonably be expected; the 
temperature was just a degree or two under 
freezing point, the sir was still, and the sky as 
clear as it can well be at that season. In the 
afternoon some snow fell, but nothing came of 
it, and at dusk the preparations for the illumi- 
nation of the first stage of the Royal progress 
could be begua with fair hopes of a clear and 
bracing nortbern night. 

On Thursday the Roval family, who have, 
since Nov. 19, when the betrothal of Princess 
Thvra was officially announced, lived in great 
retirement at Fredensborg, some twenty-five 
miles by rail from the Capital, took up their 
residence at the Amalienborg Palace, in Copen- 
hagen, the Duke of Cumberland occupying the 
modest mansion calied the Yellow Palace, 
where the present King lived with bis numerous 
family as heir designate, and from which Prin- 
cess Alexandra and King George of Greece 
started, in 1863, to meet the destinies awaiting 
them in new homes. On Thursday arrived the 
Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, always a frequent 


guest of the Royal house, and now coming as 


the representative of the’ Romanoff dynasty. 
Apartments were provided for his Imperial 
Highness in one of the four symmetrical pul- 
aces inclosing the Amalienborg place. with its 
fine equestrian statue of Kiug Frederick V., who 
married Princess Louisa of England. 

Tne Amalienborg Palaces are situated in the 
eastern part of Copenhagen, but are much too 
small to accommodate great assemblies on State 
occasions; for such is reserved the Christians- 
borg Castie, on an island called the Slotsholm, 
and separated from the town proper by a line 
of canals diverging from and again leading out 
into the barbor. Contiguous to the castle is a 
church, the Slotskirke, constructed in the 
classical Roman style, with a lofty cupola, 
rather frosty and unadorned, and not very spa- 
cious, but not without a certain pure grace, and 
now fitted up in very good taste for the mar- 
riage ceremonies. All the pews had been re- 
moved, so that the nave was quite free; the 
raised choir was surrounded by large silver 
candelabra, from the fauious silver treasure of 
the Rosenborg collection, and by tall palms; 
and here chairs were placed for , the Royal per- 
sonages aud for the bride and bridegroom. The 
church was splendidly illuminated with endless 
gueridons and lustres of wax candles, the cupola 
only being lighted with gas. 

These preparations were all ready, and shortly 
after 5 o'clock the Royal party rode iu a series of 
state-ca es from Amalienborg througb the 
town to Christiansborg, all the bells of the 
metropolis tolling. The whole route between 
the two palaces was brilliaptiy illuminated, the 
private house owners and lodgers having vied 
witb the municipal autoorities in thus proving 
their sympathy and attachment to the very 
popular Royal family. The chief place of the 
Capital, King’s New Market, was the chief at- 
tractiov, and was one blaze of light, into which 
Bengal fires of varying colors threw a dazzling 
glare. On several points of the route side views 
opeu into the harbor, and at these points were 
seen vessels decked out with flags, and the soim- 
bre background by the heip of the electric 
light. Dense crowds lined the whole way, aud 
the cheering was most genuine. At Christians- 
borg the Roval party withdrew to their private 
apartments to make their toilet for the mar- 
riage, and during this time the ladies and gen- 
tlemen invited to take part in the bridal proces- 
sion began to assemble in the rooms of the cas- 
tle assigned to them. 

Meanwhile the side aisles of the church were 
filling with the assistants who were not to walk 
in the procession. Among them were, beside 
the Common Council and the magistrates of 
Copeubagen, the members of the two Houses of 
the Rigsdag. A nice point of constitutional eti- 
quette had been raised on their account. In cou- 
sequence of political events on which there is no 
necessity of eutering bere, the Lower House, or 
Folkething, had been dissolved, but by the ex- 
press wish of his Majesty the members of the 
dissolved chamber nad, nevertheless, been in- 
vited, and a discussion has arisen in the papers 
as to the correctness of this step. The invitation 
was, however, accepted by members of all polit- 
ical shades, and if the dissolved House 
did not muster stronger than it did, 
this is easily explained by the fact 
that tne Deputies, past or future, are now 
spread over the country busily working for 
the new elections fixed for Jan. 3 Ina side 
pew opening to the choir were placed the special 
Envoys representing foreign Sovereigns and 
Princes. The Corps Diplomatique, with their 
ladies, occupied galleries over the head en- 
trance. 

At 7 o' clock precisely the long bridal proces- 
sion started from the state apartments. It had 
to wend its wav through corridors of several 
hundred yards’ length, handsomely decorated 
with palms, laurels, and other evergreens, the 
walls being hung with pictures from the Na- 
tional Gallery; the staircases passed ou the way 
offered a most magnificent view with their 
marble statues and other works of art. The 
procession ot entering the church was mar- 
shaled to the right in compact lines by the 
Masters of the Ceremonies, the highest in rank 
comiug nearest the choir, aud soon that part ot 
the nave was filled by a glittering mass of 
resolendent uniforms, all well covered with 
stars and broad ribbons. 

The Court Marshal, Chamberlain Lovensk- 
jold, vreceded his Majesty, wearing a Daulsh 
General's uniform, and conducting the bride, | 
wha looked deeply moved, but bore herself 
with perfect grace. Her Royal Highness wore 
ar of white brocade with Alencun points, au 
under robe of white satin with tulle, and a 
white brocaded train nearly five yards long, 
trimmed with white favors and bouquets of| 
orange blossoms, the long bridal veil falling 
down over the broad red ribbon of the Kussian| 
Order of St. Catherine. The train was carried 
by two ladies in waiting, and by six bridesmaids 
dressed in white, with ornaments of red roses. 
The bridegroom, wearing the scarict uniform of 
a British Colonel, with the blue ribbon of his 
Elephant almost hidden under the Scart. 
gave his arm to the Queen, who wore @ 
robe of white silver brocade embroidered 
with gold, tiara and necklaces of diamonds of 
rare value and beauty belonging to the Crown 
ewels, and the Order of St. Catherine. Next 
J ohipwad, conducted by the Russian Grand Duke 
Alexis, in dark green uniform, the Danish 
Crown Princess, in white silk robe with silver 
lace, and body and train of biue velvet richly 
embroidered in silver and ornamented with dia- 
movds; her Roval Highness wore a ciailem, 
necklace, aud belt of diamonds and pearls, The 
Crown Prince, in a General’s uniform, went 
with Prince Vaidemar, whose Midshipman’s 
dress contrasted strongly with the blue ribbon 
of the Elephant. The three brothers of the 
King—Princes Wilhelm, Julius, and John— 
came last. After them entered the ladies, raug- 
ing themselves in line on the left side of the 


nave. 

Two gilt arm-chairs were placed in front of tho 

altar for the bride and bridegroom. On both, 
sides were seated the Royal personages, sur- 
rounded by their numerous suite, all standing. 
The aged Princess Caroline, a daughter of Frea- 
erick VI., and Princess Augusta, sister of the 
een, bad places in the Royal gallery under 
theo . The Dowager Queen Caroline Amalia, 
widow of the late King Christian VIII., was 
revented by her great age and failing health 
rom assisting.

After a concluding psalm, Before Thy 
face, O Lord, the two were kneeling,” the pro- 
cession returned the same way to the state 
apartments, the newly-marri couple now 
leading the way, the Crown Prince giving his 
arm to the Queen, and the King his to the 
Crown Princess. 

After a short repbse, the Royal parties re- 
turned to the rooms where the invited guests 
had been arranged for the court aud the kiss- 
ing of hands. At 10 o’clock the Royal per- 
sonages retired to their private rooms 
where a family supper was serv 
and where they changed dresses. The 
company bad supper in a suite of saloons, and 
here the Court Marshal, according to orders 
from the King, inatew words proposed the 
health and happiness of the newly-married 
couple, the toast being responded to with loud 
cheers, in the Danish fashion. Soon afterward 
the guests dispersed. 

At 11 precisely the Duke and Duchess of 
Cumberiand drove in an old-fashioned but very 
splendid state carriage, preceded by outriders, 
and escorted by bussars, to the railway station, 
in the western part of Copenhagen. Here also 
all the streets and places were illuminated a 
giorno, the fountains playing in Bengal flames, 
and the crowds cheering from the very bottom 
of their hearts and lungs.

As the train moved slowly out of the 
station, accompanied by air-rending cheers 
and hurrahs, and sed the embank- 
ment across one of the lakes which on this side 
encircle the inner town, a firework and girando’o 
showing at last an E“ and “T” entwined, 
gave the last farewell greeting of the an. 
All the way from Copenhagen to Fredensborg, 
where the newly-married couple will spend the 
honeymoon, bonfires were lichted, the stations 
illuminated, and the crowds assembled along the 
railway waited with patience for the short sec- 
onds during which they could greet the fast 
train with a hurried cheer as it passed them and 
disappeared in the distance. 

Numerous presents bave, of course, been of- 
fered.‘on occasion of the marriage, but oniva 
few of them can have anv interest for Engiish 
readers. A committee of Dauisb ladies nave 
presented a jewel casket of silver gilt, finely chis- 
oled, the lia and sides of crystal, ornamented 
with diamonds, and bearing the monagram of 
the Duchess. it is a skillful reproduction of a 
casket now preserved at Rosenborg as one of 
the gems of that rich collection, and sent two 
centuries ago by Quyen Anne of England as a 
present to ber mother-in-law, Queen Sophia 
Amalia of Denmark, wite of King Frederick 
III., and mother of the Danish Prince George. 
Several pictures of places connected with the 
childhood of the Duchess, valuable works of 
art, standard works of Dauisbh literature, and 
the like, have been offered by other committees.

THE CINCINNATI COLLEGE OF MUSIC. 
- Mr. George Ward Nichols, the President of 
the Cincinnati College of Music, has issued his 
annual report, from which we abstract the fol- 


lowing: 


Without counting several classes in elocution or 
the members of the College choir, the number of 
students who have entered and are now in the Col- 
lege is 273. 

These students are from near and far distant 
cities and States, and from our immediate neigh- 
borhood. The schools of learning of the New and 
the Old World, and especially those for musical in- 
struction, have resulted after long: continued effort 


and slow growth. 


Early during the month of August of last sum- 
mer correspondence was opened with Mr. Theo- 


dore Thomas, wherein he consented to assume the 


musical directorship of the College. Later in Au- 
gust a number of gentlemen organized this incor- 
poration and extended Mr. Thomas a forma! invita- 
tion, which be accepted, under date of Aug. 20. Be- 
tween that time and the 14th of October the Pro- 


fcssors were engaged and the plan of the College 
organized and set in operation. Tae number of 
Professors constantly occupied in the College is 


thirty-five. These are employed in the Theoret- 
ical, Vocal, aud Instrumental Departments. Each 
department is subdivided and under the direction 
of Professors who have special faculties and train- 
ing lor the work to be done. The temptation is 
bard to resist to show you how broad and simple 
and effective are the methods of education adopted 
by onr Director and his associates, which are in 
happy operation.

Mr. Thomas bas also issued an addyess to the 
members of {the Coliege choir, in Which he 
says: 

The odjeet of the organization of the Choir is to 
cultivate chorus singing, with the view to instruct 
the singer in the science of music, develop the 
voice, and thus produce, in amore perfect way, 


ehoral works. 


Tae conditions required to reach this object are:

and to aim fora high standard. All of this can be 
acquired only by toorough study and cultivation. 
At present we have only a desire to accomplish 
something, but we have no fixed standard.

THE TURF. 
) THR CHICAGO TROTTING MEETING. 

Col. Conley, of the Chicago Jockey and Trot- 
ting Club, has received a letter from Col. Rich- 
ard West, of Kentucky, in relation to the recent 
meeting of turfmen at Toledo for the purpose 
of |forming a Great Western Circuit. At that 
meeting Columbus was assigned the dates tor 
nes trotting meeting already claimed by Chicago; 
but apy clastiing of interests will be avoided by 
tze fact that President Edwards, of the Cleve- 

land Club, on behalf of that Association, bas 

aid that it will postpone its meeting one week 
from the dates already claimed. This arrange- 
ment will place Chicago in a better position than 
ever, since the meeting here will occur between 
the closing of the Great Western Circuit and 
the commencement of the Grand Central, which 
includes Cleveland, Buifalo, Rochester, Utica., 
etc. it is understood that the Chicago Club 
will consent to the change, and the dates of the 
different meetings, therefore, vill be as follows: 

Cotumbus, duly 15 to 18; Chicago, July 22 to 

25; Cleveland, July 29 to Aug. 1; Buffalo, Aug. 

8 to-12; all inclusive. 

SOME ERRORS CORRECTED. 
In the current number of Tur, Field, and 
_ Farm appears what purports to be a complete 
list of all horses that have trotted in 2:30 or- 
better on the American turt, with the record of 
each. The preparation of such a list. although 
involving a certain amount of labor, is a work 
capable of being performed by any person of 
ordinary intelligence, since copying is the prin- 
-cipal feature of it. For several years the Svirit 
of Ue Times bas published a list of 2:30 horses, 
and last year Mal aces Monthiy compiled ove. 
In its issue of Nov. 2, 1878, the Spirit pub- 
lished the names of all horses that had dropped 
into tne 2:86 list during last season. With this 
list in band, and the lists of previous years be- 
fore bim, the Turf man had nothing more 
cificult to do than arrange the names 
alphabetically and attach the proper 
records. But even this simple labor was 
performed in such a blundering manner that the 
_ faves of turfites all over the country have been 
on a broad erin ever since the 7urf’s remarka- 
bie table was published. A glance at it will suf- 
fice to show errors of the most astounding de- 
scription regarding the records of horses that 
beve a national celebrity. For instance, the 
only two Chicago horses that have recently ob- 
tained iast records—Bonesetter and Jennie Hol- 
ton—are credited with wrong figures, Boneset- 
ter’s record of 2:26 being changed to 2;20%s, and 

Jennie Holton’s of 2:22 to 2:22. Other equal- 

ly ludicrous and inexcusable mistakes occur 

with startling frequency. There are not 80 

meny horses that have trotted in 2:18 but that 

their ames can be counted on the fingers of 
one’s hand, and yet the Turf has added 
to the list the bay mare Croxie. Where 
she obtained this 2:18, record the 
man that constructed that extraordinary 
list can perhaps tell, but it is certain 
that no one else can. So far as the public 
knows, her best record ig 2:19!4,—a good enough 
one for any horse. But even the poor excuse 
bol a recent performance cannot be put forward 
in the case of such old-timers as Henry (retired), 
whose record of 2:20, made years ago, is given 
as 2:20; John H., who is credited with 2:20 in- 
stead of 2:21; Powers, 2:20 instead of 2:21; and 
Voltaire, one of the best-known horses in the 
country, who is placed in the 2:23 class, when 
everybody knows that in 1877 he obtained a 
record of 2:21. To point out all the errors in 
the Turf 's list would be an almost eod!ess task, 
but, as a matter of reference, and aflording ma- 
terial for a hearty laugh at any time, some of 
the more conspicuous and inexcusable ones are 
tabulated as follows:

BASE-BALL. 
“HARMONY” VS. ENERGY. 

There has been a creat deal said at one time 
and another concerning harmony“ in nines, 
and those who bad the most to say on the sub- 
ject contended that it was an essential point to 
be carefully looked after in the formation of 
any club which hoped for success on the dia- 
mond field. Now, Tat TrRrsuns does not wish 


to set itself up in opposition tothe judgment 
of men who have made base-bail and the man- 
agement of those who play it a study and a 
business venture, but it does say that many of 
them have harped so long upoa 
this matter of “harmony” that it 
has become a kind of second nature, whereby 
their judgment has been sadly warped. Of 
Jate a paragraph, started in Cincinnati, has 
been goipg the rounds, in which the general 
public is solemnly warned to “ look out for the 
Indianapplis element io the Chicago Club dur- 
ing 1879.“ Now the President and Manager of 
the Chicago Club are probably about as astute 
and far-seeing as any inthe business, and in 
view of this fact any reflection on their judg- 
ment or gagacity is in bad taste, and the parties 
who make ill-advised criticisms on the course 
of any elub in hiring men, are very apt to un- 
dergo the unpleasant experience of persons not 
brought up in New Zealand who induige in the 
pastime of throwing boomerangs: their weapons 
may come back and inflict considerable damage 
on those who threw them. Whether or not 
the White Stocking nine of next season 
will be 1 “harmonious”? one, it is doubtſul 
if anybody knows, and still more doubtful if 
anybody ¢ares. At the risk of being bowled at 
by several papers, the base-ball columns of 
which are presided over by young men whose 
practical jgnorance of the game is exceeded only 
by their ability to construct tables which not 
even themselves can understand when printed, 
Tus TRIBUNB will say that the ouestion of 
whether or not the Chicago nine of next season 
“harmonizes” will probably make very little 
difference with its play. Some of the men who 
enjoy the reputation of being first-class kickers 
and disorganizers, are nevertheless very handy 
individuals to have around when a base hit or 
good field play is wanted. Without intending 
either to arouse the wrath or flatter the vanity 
of that very amiable and stalwart young man, 
Anson, it may be said that his reputation as 
an experienced and prolonged kicker is one that 
any man might be proud of; but, in spite of 
those whp preach that harmony is everything, 
he is acknowledged to be one ot the best and 
most useful ball-players in the country. Me- 
Vey, of the Cincinnatis, can also make quite a 
conspicuous kick, even when not specially called 
upon to do so} still he is a good ball-player. 
Lip Pike is a disorganizer of the first water, but 
last season, when he used to hoist a ball out 
among tlie freight-cars on the lake shore, peo- 
ple who|were presumed to know a good 
piayer yelled themselves hoarse in his praise. 
The list could be extended indefinitely, but such 
action is not necessary. Those who organize 
nines on the basis of harmony!“ alone 
will never grow rich at the base-ball 
business. It is not possible to et 
together nine men who could travel around the 
country eating, sleeping, and playing ball to- 
gether that would never get out of tune. Nine 
angeis could not do it, much less nine mortals, 
subject to the little idiosyncrasies that human 
nature is afflicted with. Harry Wright has al- 
Ways been the prophet whom the harmony“ 
men delighted to honor, and the success of the 
Cincinnati and Boston Clubs under his manage- 
ment has been laid entirely to the dove-like dis- 
positions of the men engaged by him. This 
kind of argument is the veriest kind of twaddie, 
and the history of the Boston Club proves the 
truth of this assertion. George Wright and 
Tommy Beals went many a day witbout the 
interchange of a friendly word, and George 
and Gould did the same thing. For one 
whole season Ross, Barnes, and Gould never 
exchanged a word, and glared at each other like 
opposing game gare but the Bostons won 
the peanant that year allthe same, harmony or 
no harmony. Other instances of a like charac- 
ter could be adduced were there any necessity 
therefor, but these, from the fountain head of 
harmony,“ will suffice. If a club wins the 
championship it will be because its men play 
ball, mot because they are ‘‘goody-goody”’ 
boys. Your man who gets hot at something 
during a game, and then relieves his feelings by 
making a two or three base hit, is much more 
valuable than one who, although possessed of a 
Sunday-school temperament at all times, mani- 
fests a decided aversion to reaching first base, 
when the eccupancy of that particular bag of 
sawdust would be of some value to the men 
who pay him high wages for playing bal.

LAW REFORM. 


THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE 
LAWS OF ILLINOIS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA. Jan. 18.—A writer in the January 
number of the American Law Review thus states 
the present condition of the criminal laws of 
England: 

They are scattered through fifty volumes of 
statutes, and may be found declared and eluci- 
dated by a search through 1,200 volumes of re- 

rts. Eighteen thousand acts of Parliament and 

00. 000 cases. besides unwritten rules and vrinct- 
plee, briefly comprise the law of England. Stat- 
utes have been repealed, decisions overruled, but 
no mark distinguishes the living from the dead. 
The rights of husband and wife and landiord and 
tenant are estavlished by various enactments of 
law-makers from the Saxon dominion to the reign 
of Victoria. They are settied by authorities rang- 
ing from the treatise of Glanvil to the decisions of 
Cairns. The duties of a Coroner and the powers of 
the Crowner’s quest are contained in acts of Par- 
Ntament extending from the time of Edward I. to 
1875. A study of the statutes from the last of 
Victoria to the first of Henry lil. might be neces- 
sary to decide upon the limits of a crime and the 
extent of lis punishment. 

In 1817 Sir Samuel Romilly, fn reviewing 
Bentham’s yon Codification, said of the 
then condition of the Jaw of England: “ The 
difficulties, the expense, the uncertainty of the 
issue, and in many cases the lamentable delay 
of decision, are but too well khown to the great 
number to whom this is a source of profit, and 
tothe far greater number upon whom this 
brings down calamity and ruin.” 

The first act of the first session of the First 
General Assembly of the State of IIlinois was 
the adoption of this mass of complexity and 
coufusion as the body of the law of the new 
State. It adopted the common law of England 
and all statutes made in aid thereof 
of a general vature and not local to that King- 
dom, excepting the second section of th2 sixth 
chapter of 43 Elizabeth, the eighth chapter of 
13 Elizabeth, and the ninth chapter of 87 Henry 
VILL, declaring that the same should be “ con- 
sidered as of full force until repealed by legis- 
lative authority.“ The absurdity of the post- 
tion in which this placed the pew State was 
2 by the Supreme Court in 1841, when 
t said:

If we are to be restricted to the common law as 
it was enacted at 4 James, fejecting all modifica- 
tions and improvements which have been since 
made by practice and by statutes, except our own 
statutes, we will find that system entirely inap- 
piicable to our present condition, for the simple 
reason that itis more thas 200 years behind the 
age. 

Au escape was then devised m holding that, 
“from that period we must look to American 
legielation and reports by American courts for 
improvements and modifications in the common 
law.“ The right to distrain for rent in the State 
of Illinois was accordingly found, not in the 
statutes of the State enacted after 1819, 
not in the decisions of the courts of last re- 
sort, not in the common law or statutes 
2 — to 4 James I., but in an old statute of the 

lony of a in 1730, nearly hait 
acentury before the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The territory northwest of the Ohio 
River was then within the limits of Virginia, 
and, of course, within the jurisdiction of this 
statute. In 1783 this territory was ceded by 
Virginia to the General Government, and by the 
ordinance of 1787 a Territorial Government was 
erected therein. This was divided into the 
Territories of Ohio and Indiana by the act of 
May 7, 1800. In 1809 Lllinois Territory was 
earved out of that of Indiana. As already 
mentioned, the first session of the Legislature 
of the State of Illinois convened in 1819. If the 
common law of England as then adopted was 
modified by a colonial act of Virginia passed in 
1730, transmitted through the Northwest Terri- 
tory, Indiana Territory, and the Territory of IIli- 
nois, was not the common law also modified by 
the subsequent iegisiation of Virginia, of the 
Northwest Territory, and of the territories of 
Ohio, Indiana, and Lilinoist The act of March 
30, 181%, repealing laws and parts of laws 
passed by or under the authority of any Terri- 
torial Government heretofore existing does 
not dispose of the questiou. The Colonial act 
of Virginia had beep repealed by the Legislative 
Assembly oi the Territory of indiana. Notwita- 
standing this, the Supreme Court beld tuat the 
modification which was engraited upon the com- 
mon law by the Virginia act was not repealed 
with the act itself, and remained as part of the 
common law.of the State of Lilinois notwith- 
standing the repeal. 
. We thus find incorporated in the laws of this 

tate: 

1. Usages and customs “derived down in 
writing and transmitted from age to age, es- 
pecially since the beginning of Edward I.” 

2. The acts of Parliament during and prior to 
Henry III., of which no record remains, but 
which, being made before the time of memory, 
do now obtain and are taken as part of the 
common law and immemorial custom of the 
Kingdom.“ 

3. F agments of the civil Jaw of Rome, which 
in spite of t English common lawyers, secured 
a piace in the common law through the equity 
and ecclesiastical jurisdictions. 

4. The decisions of the Courts of England, 
“expounding, declaring, and publishing what 
the law’’ of the Kingdom is, especially when 
such decisions hold a consonancy and congruity 
with the resolutions and decisions of prior 
times.“ 

5. The numberless statutes, filling many vol- 
umes, extending irom the reign of Edward the 
Confessor to that of James I. 

6. The enactments affecting the common Jaw 
by the Colonial Legislature of Virginia, and the 
Legislatures of the Northwest, Ohio, Indiana, 
and IIlinots Territories. 

7. The decisions of the American Courts be- 
eee the first settlement of the country and 


Upon each frontiersman was im the 
duty of ascertaining at his peril what enact- 
ments of William the Conqueror, lost acts of 
Parliament, usages of the English people, frag- 
ments of the Civil and Ecclesiastical law, and 
decisions in Westminster Hall, were of a general 
nature, and, therefore, in force as rules to reg- 
ulate his conduct and define his rights. When 
all these were ascertai another difficulty re- 
mainea.

Besides 40,000 Roman laws, of which some one 
is alwave cited at random, we have 400 different 
customs, reckoning with small towns and burghs, 
which derogate {rom the usages of the principal 

urisdiction. so that a person traveling post in 

France changes laws oftener than he changes 
horses, and an advocate who is very learned in one 
city is no better than an ignoramus in that next 
adjoining. 

The Emperor who inscribed his edicts in charao- 
ters so small that they could not be read by the 

eople who were rigorously punished for their 
— has ever been the type of the tyrant. 
Yet because of the confused statement of the 
laws in force today in IIlinois, the lawver who 
professed to master all its details would be ro- 
gurded as presumptuous in the extreme. The 
prudent counselor declares only the better 
opinion.” So it is that even professional advice 
is no certain guide in business trausactions. 

While every mau is inexurably presumed to 
know the law, the fact Is that even those who 
make italife study attempt only a knowledge 
of its general principles and of the sources from 
which its minor rules are drawn. Austic well 
says: 

The ordinary course is this: The man enters 
into some trausaction (say for example a Contract) 
either without advice or with the vice of an in- 
coinpetent attorney. 

By consequence he gets into @ scrape. 

Finding himself in a scrape he submits a case 
through an attorney to counsel. And for the fee to 
attorney and counsel he has the exquisite satisfac- 
tion of learning with certainty that the mischief is 
irremediabie. 

The difference between the competent and in- 
competent attorney is one of degree only. 
There is greater safety in the advice of one than 
in that of the other. 
there is not a reasonable degree of certainty 
in either. The rule which should govern the 
case in hand may be hid away in one or more of 
a number of decisions which are inaccessible be- 
cause of the difficulty in securing the clue to 
the hiding-place, or inspection of the volume in 
which they are recorded. The Courts daily 
bear witness to the uncertainty of the law. 
Counsel, learned in its principles, dispute con- 
tinually as to rules and their application,—each 
fortifying his position with the citation of 
multitudinous decisions. Lord Eldon is reported 
to have once said that his attention had been 
directed to three hundred cases bearing upon a 
single question concerning which he yet 
doubted. c 

These evils might be tolerated in the future 
as they have been m the past, were it not 
apparent that they are daily 
in volume. The reports of 
published in Engiand during the fourteenth, 
fiiteenth, and first quarter of the sixteenth cen- 
turies, consisting mainiv of the Year Books, 
did not contain more printed matter than is 
found in twenty-tive volumes of reports of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. About 
100 volumes of reports have been issued by the 
English Council of Law Reporters since 1965, a 
period of about thirteen years. In this thirteen 
years four times as many volumes as in the 225 
years preceding the time of Lord Coke. In 
1821 Justice Story called attention to the fact 
that the American reports had accumulated to 
the number of 150 volumes, a number which 80 
alarmed him as to cause the expression of a fear 
that at some time their numbers would become 
a burden upon the administration of justice. In 
* 1 years they have accumulated to over 
3, volumes, and every year adds 
to this library a iarger number than were 
in existence when he gave the note of warning. 
In fifty years the Supreme Court of Lilinois has 
produced four times as many volumes of reports 
as England did during the first 23 years in 
which she had a legal literature. 

The Supreme Court is now reinforced by the 
Appellate Court. The forerunners of new 
eeries of Appellate Court reporte have made 
their appearance. A weli-filied library now con- 
tains as many volumes of digests as there were 
of American reports fifty yearsago. The 
is prolitic in topical commentaries. Every man's 
epemy writes a law-book. 

Thus it is that the literature of the law has 
deeome an obstruction to the administration of 
justice. Already litigation is a burden instead 
of arelief to the wronged and the oppressed. 
The weight of this burden fs increasing in a 
startling ratio. Some remedy must be devised 
and adopted. 

Nearly a hundred years ago Bentham inau- 
gurated a war upon the hoary evils of the com- 
mon law, and urged that the rules which should 
govern the transactions of human life shoud be 
reduced to more concise statements and more 
systematic arrangement. Romilly, Mackintosh, 
Brougham, and a host of other leading law vers 
of England bave steadily pursued the war which 
he so grandly commenced, encountering as the 
principal obstacle in the way of any and all re- 
form the almost unyielding conservatisin of the 
legal profession. The results of Bentham’s 
work are pow being realized in Engiand. Courts 
having a history running back through centu- 
ries, technicalities sacred because of their age, 
distinctions revered because they were old, have 
all been swept away by an act which abolishes 
all differences between courts of law and courts 
of equity, all technical forms of ac 
tion, all abstract subtleties not essential to 
the obtalument of justice. In the home of the 
common law, within the very shadow of West- 
minster flall, the most radical and sweeping 
innovations upon its rules and methods are 
being adopted. it may be safely asserted that 
not a single jurisdiction in which the common 
law bas obtained is not to-day in advance of the 
State of IIlinois in the reform of its obsolete 
absurdities and time-honored abuses. Until 
the reconstruction era South Carolina was pre- 
eminent, because it retained among its legal 
remedies trial by battle. 

Id the judgment of the writer, there is but 
one effective remedy, and that is in a concise 
statement and systematic arrangement of all 
settied rules and principles which define rights, 
prescribe duties, and regulate remedies—usually 
termed ** Codification.” Concerning, this more 
hereafter. W.

JUSTICES AND CONSTABLES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune 

Cnc, Jan. 18.—The most flagrant abuses 
in the administration of law, and those which 
should receive the most prompt attention, occur 
at present in the Justices’ Courts, and are 
mainly caused by the irresponsible character of 
the Constables. — 

The delay ,incident to an appeal from a 
Justice’s decision to the Circuit Court has al- 
ready received attention in the columns of Tar 
TRIBUNE, as well as the above-mentionea evil, 
and so also the delay in actions in the Circuit 
and Supreme Courts, and the remedy suggested 
to hasten trials in actions en promissory notes 
and other simple contracts. 

There is besides these a host of minor evils 
which work gross injustice in individual cases, 
to which publie attention should be called, al- 
though not connected with the main subject 
under discussion, viz.: the law’s delay. Of 
these I will briefly mention one or tw 
attention first to the state of the-law = 115 
subject of replevin. Tais action, which is in- 
tended to enable the owners of goods to obtain 
immediate possession of them when wroogtfuliy 
taken or detained from him, is not infrequent- 
ly made an engine of gross oppression by rea- 
son of serious defects in the statute, which en- 
able an unscrupulous man, by simply taking bis 
ailidayit to the effect that he owns the goods, 
to substantially steal what belongs to others. 
The practice is that the claimant must 
first give „ bond, with an approved 
bondsman, to the Sberiff; but as a 
rule these bonds are not difficult 
to procure, owing to the length of time that the 
bondsman can count upon before a judgment 

0 tained against himself. After the 
piaintiil has taken the goods upon his writ of 
replevin, he bolds thein of course until the case 
is reached in its reguiar order, and tbe right of 
property (luly found and determined.

CAPT, BOYTON. 


The Pincky Swimmer Makes a Trip Up the 
East River. 
New York Herald. Jan. 6. | 

The fact that Capt. Paul Boyton’ was tg 
make a trip up the East River yesterday in 
his new life-saving suit was kept a profound 
secret. But somehow or other the matter 
leaked out that the Captain would makes 
voyage from the Battery to Hanter’s Point in 
the afternoon, andCastle Garden was besieged by 
a gaping, eager, jostling crowd of men and 
boys long before noon. 

At half-past 12 o’clock Boyton retired te ¢ 
small room, and after afew moments appeared 
dressed in a rubber suit made purposely to 
voyage on the River Volga and other long Prus- 
sian rivers. It differed from the oid suits in 
several points. Instead of having only one com- 
partment in the legs, they were div.ded intotwe, 
separate air chambers, front and back. This 
was done to avoid the sagging down of the 
lower limbs in the water. At the back of ths 
suit was a wide rubber flange or lappel, which 
hung down like the broad~-frils of a coat, 
This flange is turned upward when in the 
water so that it forms dn excellent keel 
and also protects the back of the suit from being 
cut by rocks or gravel-beds. Hung around bis 
neck was a formidable-looking shark-knife, and 
dependiug from this was a bottle which bores 
mysterious inscription. To the reporter it ap- 
peared to very much resemble the wont 
“brandy.” The suit was of Para rubber, af 
eighth of an inch thick, the whole weiching wher 
dry about thirty pounds.

They sre handy at placing 
chestnuts in the hot ashes to roast, but dislike 
very much to employ their own digits in pulling 
them out. Thus there are rich land-owners here 
whose estates in the suburbs would increase in 
value an hundred fold through the estab- 
lishment of parks, the erection of summer 
| js, or something of that sort. These men 
one will find at this season of the year con- 
stantly planning something of the kind; but 
when it comes to going down into their own 
money-bags for the wherewith to make a begin- 
hing they are never at home. They prefer that 
others should hazard the experiment rather 
than assume apy risk themselves; and always 
affect that Eastern capitalists fail to 
realize what a fruitful source of investment lies 
within easy reach and needs only to be grasped 
to insure rich returus. |

As for the self-propeller engine, it is unques- 
tionably unfit for use in this or any other city, 
on account of the danger incurred by wayfarers 
and people driving through runaway. The 
Common Council nave the matter in band, and 
will, no doubt, yote to lay the machine 
aside for reserve service. But, until this 
is actually done, it behooves the Chief Engineer 
to make use of the power placed in his hands, 
and order the exercise of discretion and due 
precaution ®yhenever proceeding toa fire, par- 
ticularly in the daytime. 


THE SOUP-HOUSE PROJECT. 

The movetuent to establish a soup-house, re- 
cently inaugurated by the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, has so far progressed toward regJiza- 
tion that it is safe to announce a formal n- 
ing on Monday. The laundry building in the 


alley of the square. bounded by Grand avenue 


and Syeamore. street, and Third and Fourth 
streets, has been tendered for the purpose, 
rent free, by George J. Rogers. Esq. It con- 
tains a steam boiler, which can be used to ad- 
vantage for cooking as well as heating purposes, 
and is in every other way well suited for the 
purpose. The rooms have been thoroughly 
renovated and repaired, and are now in excellent 
shape for immediate occupation. The collec- 
tions to cover the expense of the project have 
reached, up to the present time, fully $600. 
While the design of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association is to conduct a charitable enter- 
prise, yet in order not to encourage the presence 
in the city of an army of idle, lazy, and generally 
good-for-nothing tramps, it has been decided to 
charge all male applicants five cents for each 
meal. To those without means an opportunity 
will de given to earn sufficient money for the 
purpose, by sawing wood or performing other 
manual labor at a fixed price of five cents per 
hour. Thus for one hour’s work a hungry man 
will secure a good, square meal. With this ob- 
ject in view, arrangements have been mace with 
a number of prominent business-men looking 


to the employment of needy men who desire to 


be fed. The plan promises to work successfully 
and serve to preventan invasion from the tramp 
horde, such as was witnessed last winter. Be- 
sides, it will go far toward making the soup- 
house self-sustaining.

Mr. Reporter, let me introduce you 
to my son, who has just come from Arizona.“ 

It was Mr. John Hise who, accompanied by a 
stalwart, swarthy young man, stopped a report- 
er of this paper on one of our busy thorough- 
fares a few days ago. 

The reporter stopped in obedience to the re- 
quest, and shook hands with the gentleman 


from Arizona. 

„My son has not been in Chicago for some 
five years,” explained Mr. John Hise, “ and 
things look rather new to him now. It will take 
him probably a few days to get used to our 
ways.“ 

Where have you been since you left Chi- 
cago?’ queried the scribe. 

Roaming about the West, sir, especially in 
Colorado and New Mexico, until about two 
years and a half ago I settled for good in Globe 
City. Arizona.” 

“Globe City? Why, is that not the very places 
Mr. A. C. Hesing visited last fall, and about 
whose mines we hear so mach lately!“ 

“The very place, sir, and let me tell you 
right here, that Mr. Hesing has not told you 
half the truth of our wonderful resources. 
do not believe there is a more promising or 
livelier mining town anywhere in the world 
than our Globe City.” 

„Tell me all about Globe, Mr. Hise, and 
about matters in general out there. I know of 
no subject that interests the people of Chicago 
more at present than Arizona, and the particular 
neighborhood you came from.” 

„Well. | am willing. Let us go and sit down 
somewhere, and | will tell you all I know about 
Globe City and the Globe District.” 

A few minutes later the man from Arizona 
and the man of news were sitting in the corner 
of a quiet lager-beer place discussing some 
foaming lager and cold pork chops, by way of 
introduction. 

„By the way, what brought you here, Mr. 
Hise?’ asked the reporter. 

Lou see, my partner, Mr. Shryock, died, and 
it was his dying wish to be buried in his old 
home, St. Louis. So I brought bis remains here, 
leaving my store in the charge of my brother. 
My partoer’s death makes a change in the 
business necessary, and my main object is at 
present to arrange matters with his heirs. I 
shail return to Globe as fast as 1 can.“ 

Nov, tell about Globe.“ 

„Well, about three years ago I found myself, 
after beating about in the mining camps of 
Colorado and New Mexico, in Silver City, New 
Mexico, where [ run, with Mr. Shryock, a gen- 
eral store. There was at that time quite an ex- 
eitement in Silver City about discoveries made 
in Arizona, which Territory, you know, had 
been but just then freed from the Apaches, who 
had kept even the most courageous prospectors 
and discoverers out of that rich mineral country. 
Miners came from what is now the Globe Dis- 
trict, a distance of 220 miles, to Silver 
City and brought silver ore the like 
of which no one had ever seen before. Quite a 
namber of men left Silver City for this land of 
promise, and in March, 1876, I also started with 
atrain that was to carry a five-stamp mill to 
Globe City, the first piece of machinery ever 
brought there. I had nothing to do with the 
mill, which was avery poor concern. It was 
roughly constructed¥ after an old Mexican pat- 
teru. The amalgamating process was carried 
on in large pana, built of loose stone, through 
which the mercury ran off, making the process 
as expensive as it was ineffective. The miners 
became disgusted with tbat mill before it had 
worked many tons of ore. 

„When I got to the mining camp, which has 
since become Giobe City, I found there, per- 
haps, twenty-five peovle. In the immediate 
neighborhood lived some 100 more. Now we have 
there quite a village of nearly a hundred 
houses, inhabited by some 350 people, and full 
of life and bustle such as you can hardly im- 
agine. I became satisfied that Globe would 
grow, and immediately started a store there. I 
soldalots of goods and got as pay silver bullion, 
which had been melted out in Mexican furnaces. 
Now we have there some eight stores, even a 
news-depot, bave a public school, com- 
fortable houses, where carpets and orna- 
ments are by no means unknown, and 
have a very lively weekly newspaper. We had, 
when [ left, some eighteen lagies in the town, 
but more were anvounced as on the way to join 
their husbands, and ere long we probably will 
bave their society as well as business. When 
Mr. Hesing was out there he attended a ball, 
which was quite a success.“ 

„Are you not shut off from all the world in 
Globe City?” 

„By no means! Of course it isa rough, vol- 
ecanic country, but it has a splendid climate, 
plenty of wood aud water. We send and receive 
a mail three times a week. A day’s journey, 
between fifty and sixty miles, over a road that 
might be a little improved, but is by no 
means very bad, brings us to Florence, a 
lively farming town, from where a daily stage 
runs to Yuma, about 200 miles off, the preseut 
terminus of the Southern Pacilic Road. By 
April i this. road will be finishea to Maricopa 
Wells, less than 100 miles, as the crow flies, 
from Globe City. To the east we have spleu- 
did roads to El Moro, the terminus of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Road, about 800 miles 
from Globe, and a good deal of freight reaches 
us that way. The journev from Globe City to 
Chicago is not so bad. Only four days’ staging 
and about eight days’ railroad travel. By spring 
a day’s staging and nine days’ ride in the cars 
will bring us from Globe to Chicago.” 

All vou depend on in Globe City, I sup- 
pose, is mining? 

Les, sir. There is no great chance for 
farming in our rocky neighborhood, although 
some vegetables are raised there, and even 
fruit may be grown to advantage. Stock- 
raising is very easy with us; as ours is as fine a 
grazing country ‘as can be found anywhere. 
Still, onr main interest remains our mines, 
and [tell you, sir, richer mines than those in 
the Globe district are nowhere to be found, at 
least not in America. I have been acquainted 
with mining for over five years, but have never 
seen anything to compare with our mines in 
Globe.“ a 

‘* What do you think of the mines Mr. Hesing 
has acquired!“ 

Well, I know that property very well, and 
have often visited 11. His twenty mines are 
among the best in the district, and I should not 
be surprised at all if the Julius Mine’ should 
turn out the richest mine in all America. 1 
visited it about a week before I came on, and 
went down in its shaft, which is forty-two teet 
deep. From this shaft they bave run three 
drifts about twenty-five feet long, in the upper 
one | saw ore standing along the hanging road 
worth at least $3 or $4 per pound: from 

two lower ones the ore had been 
out as far as the drifts went. 
this ore 1,600 pounds vielaed 
$4,000, two tons $1,500 each, and two tons $300 
each; the latter ore was at first thrown out as 
not rich cnough to pay for lueging it to the 
mill. Ihave seen another thing in the Julius 
Mine that prompts me to call ita good one. It 
is a true fissure vein, well defined, that from al! 
indications runs through the entire length of 
the mine, growing wider tbe. deeper you 
get, aod to my best belief growing richer 
also. This vein runs over juto the 
‘**Dunderberg,” an extension of the Ju- 
lius. Of the other mines Mr. Hesing 
has got hold of I have my own opinion. 1 think 
some of them, that he does not seem to think 
much of now, will show up truly wondc ful. 
He has got capper, iron, silver, and goid in 
abundance in his mines.“ 

Gold, you say?” 

“Yes, gold. Gold quartz is vow found in 
what is called the ‘Lost Guleh Ravine’; some 
$300 worth a week by three men’s labor. South 
of it is the ‘Rowan’ Mine Mr. Hesing has 
wentioned in one of his letters, and I must be 
very much mistaken if before long there is not 
some of the richest cold quartz taken out of 
the ‘Rowan’ the world ever heard ot.“ 

** But how dia it happen Mr. Hesing got hold 
of this rich property at such favorable terms?” 
_ ** Well, I'll tell you. Our people do not like 
San Francisco, and San Francisco does not like 
J They are too much interested in Nevada, 
Colorado, aud Utah mines to give us a helping 
hand, Our prospectors are all poor men with- 
out capital. Ther do not wish to sell for a 
song, but bold ou. Now, the original owners of 
the twenty mines of the Hesing Svndicate would 
rather take their chances in the development of 
the mines than sell. Mr. Hesing has got ener- 
gy, avd when he comes to us to put up and run 
a mill we can well afford to give him a special 
interest in our district by letting him 
share, in return for his enterprise, in the yield 
of our mines, to be developed by his energy. 
The people of Globe lock anxiousiy for Mr. 
Hesing’s return, and, you can depend on it, his 
mill must be kept ruaning night and day to re- 
duce ores from mines that are now but indiffer- 
ently worked on account of the lack of facilities 
for getting the metal from the ore.“

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“TI should think they had. The first stock 
subscription he got, I believe, he got in Globe, 
from Mr. Sayer, a. practical assayer and mining 
expert, who knows every foot of mining gor 
the central part of Arizona.

company. I am really glad that Mr. Hesing 
came out to see us. He will interest Chicago- 
ans in our country, and make them help us de- 
velop it. It will be a bigger thing even for Chi. 
cago than it will be for us, I tell you. We would 
rather see Chicago or the East in general take 
our country in hand than San Francisco. e 
have got the mines, and want them worked,— 
not speculated on made the object of 
gambling.“ 

„Aro you going to return soon!“ 

„As soon as I can. Iam homesick already; 
and I tell you whoever comes out to live with 
us will never rue it; that is, if he wants to work. 
1 hope Mr. Hesing will not only bring us Chica- 
go money, but Chicago brains and muscle also. 
We have plenty of use for it.” 

The man of news soon after left the man 
from Arizona, who had impressed him as an 
earnest, siucere business man, who carefully 
weighs every word before he utters it, and only 
expresses as a fact that which is such in his own 
conviction. 


The New York Inebriale Asylum. 
Cincinnali Commercial. 

The American Inebriate Asylum system ap- 

pears to be gradually taking dimensions asa 

magnificent failure. The leading, if not the 


oldest, establishment of the kind is the one at 


Binghamtoa, N. I. Its progress has been 
watched with interest, both in this country and 
in Europe. A noble farm of some 400 acres was 
given up to its purposes, and a magoificent gray 
limestone building was thrown in. The Asylum 
was luxuriously furnished, and large appropria- 
tions were made by the Legisiature for its sup- 
port. Vast sums of money have been sunk in it 
during the years in which it has existed. It has 
had every advantage in its favor, and yet has 
run out at last to melancholy nothingness. 
Gov. Robinson, of New York. in his late mes- 
sage to the Legislature, recommends that no 
more appropriations be made for the Bingham- 
ton Inebriate Asylum. He calls it a hotel for 
the entertainment of wealthy inebriates,” and 
declares that it has ** wholly failed to accom- 
plish the laudable purposes for woich it was un- 
dertaken.’’ The Governer further recommends 
that the inebriate business be closed out, and 
tne farm and buildings be changed into a Juna- 
tic asylum. 

The moral-suasion plan was the only one made 
use of at Binghamton, and the Governor is just- 
ly of opinion that moral suasion is too expeusive 
to be paid for any longer by the State. So 
vanishes in smoke ove of tne dreamsof rose-leaf 
philanthropists. 


A Warning to Cat-Keepers.

Yesterday morning, as two ladies were pre- 
paring their toilet, an accident of perhaps a se- 
rious nature occurred. The elder lady was sit- 
ting with a large cat at herfeet.
